Ottawa, July 22. — Tho reception to 
Sir Wilfrid Laurler on his arrival homo 
was marred by rain, but there was 
nevertheless a good turn out at the 
station and tho city hall. Tho prem- 
ier, replying to the civic address of 
welcome said it was a pleasure to ~bo 
homo among his fellow citizens onco 
more. Ho had now been a resident 
of Ottawa for eleven years, and as 
time- passed tho ties of attachment to 
tho city grow upon him. It was his in- 
tention, whatever might bo his for- 
tunes or misfortunes of tho future, to 
live and die In Ottawa. A Montreal 
newspaper had flatteringly suggested 
that ho might take the high commis- 
slonershlp in London, but he had no 
such Intention. Ho was satisfied that 
tho Canadian people would repose con- 
fidence in him, but .even if that con- 
fldenco wero removed, ho would be- 
come what ho was in the past, a plain 
and simple citizen of Canada and a 
resident of Ottawa. (Cheers). If ho 
had to have another title and position 
than tho ono ho now held ho would 
want to bo a member of the improvc- 
ment commission of Ottawa. (Laughter 
and cheers). Ho expressed his disap- 
pointment that during his absence work 
had not commenced on tho now rail- 
road station and hotel, and ho prom- 
ised that ono of tho first duties on his 
return would bo to apply himself 
get tho work started. For all tho 
cities ho had visited, London, Paris or 
Home, nature had not done as much 
as she had for Ottawa. Ho hoped 
to sco naturo assisted here, and this 
would bo dono provided the citizens 
of Ottawa and "the people of Canada 
wero willing to do their sharo in re- 
alization of a truly national work 
(Cheers), .. 

After a brief reference to :- tho . rc- 
niarkablo spectaclo presented, by tho 
colonial conference, whoso object, he 
said, was to achieve imperial unity, tho 
premier concluded by thanking his 
audlonco once more for their kindness 
to Lady Laurler and himself. On 
leaving tho building Sir Wilfrid faced 
a mass of cheering citizens In tho 
square, and in reply to cries of 
"speech," briefly expressed his pleas- 
ure at finding himself at homo again. 
Premier and Lady Laurler then drove 
to their residence. 

While tho crowd were entering tho 
city hall a mass of plaster on tho 
groat stairway fell on several persons, 
and a number wero bruised on the head 
ami shoulders. 

Dr. Doughty, chief of the Dominion 
archives branch, lias returned from 
Europe, whither he had gono In con- 
sequence of tho death of M. Tantet 
tho European representative of the 
Canadian archives.

Tho government will placo a vessel 
at tho disposal of Secretary Taft on 
tho occasion of his visit to the St. 
Lawrence. 

At 'the October sitting of tho su- 
premo court of Canada a new rulo will 
come into effect, that counsel In argu- 
ment before the court shall not occupy 
mnro than threo hours. Without spe- 
cial permission of the court, neither 
side may plead more than tho time 
fixed. Some think the rulo to bo un- 
fair to an appellant's counsel, who will 
havo less time to open his case, as he 
must reserve a portion of his time for 
hfs reply. In tho English courts and 
in .the provincial courts of Ontario 
no such rulo of limitation obtains. 



FANATICAL DOUKHOBORS 

Party of Pilgrim3 in Manitoba — Not 
Deserving of Sympathy 

Gladstone, July 22. — Tho Doukhobors" 
pilgrimage arrived in town tonigj^: 
About 28 marched into town, chanting 
their songs of freedom for a full half 
hour, tho chant continuing' while tho 
leaders wero making It clear that they 
wanted a placo to sleep. At tho rail- 
way bridge west of town they gathered 
and after a washing of clothes they 
prepared to attack the town, and to- 
night arc housed in a vacant house of 
Magnus Wilson's, near tho C. N. R. 
There is a good deal of wasted sym- 
pathy extended tb'is crowd, for theso 
big follows demanded butter on tho 
bread offered them, and, contrary to^ 
their claim that thoy would eat noi 
moat, this outfit were strong caters. 

In tho morning thoy start for West 
bourne. Work was offered them, but 
they refused.

NEW DEPARTURES 



Debt Collecting Machinery and 
Other Matters Receive 
Attention 



Toronto, July 22. — A new depart- 
ment of the Canadian Manufacturers' 
Association has been decided upon to 
collect overdue accounts and to handle 
members' claims against Insolvent 
debtors. A solicitor will devoto his 
entire time to this branch of tho work. 
Tho association's translation bureau 
Is also to he reorganized and Its ser- 
e made available to members with- 
out charge. Tho association will 
consult the directors of tho Canadian 
national exhibition with regard to tho 
complaint that whereas Canada ad- 
mits United States Roods for exhibi- 
tion purposes freo of duty, on condi- 
tion of their being shipped out of tho 
country again, tho United States has 
steadily refused a like privilege to 
Canadian exhibitors. The work of the 
Insurance committee in organizing the 
Central Canada and Eastern Canada 
Manufacturers' mutual flro Insurance 
companies is now practically half 
completed, and the expectation Is that 
licenses can bo taken out by tho time 
of the association's annual convention 
in September. Up to tho present some 
throe hundred artisans have been 
ecured by tho London office -and sent 
out to members of tho association all 
over Canada.

FEW MUTES FOB RESCUE WORK 



No Women Among tho Passenqers 
Who Wero Saved— List of Those 
Who Were on the Vessel. 



■ San Francisco, July 22. — In ono of 
the worst marine disasters in the his- 
tory of the California coast, between 
100 and 150 lives were lost as far as 
has been learned, by tho midnight col- 
lision between the steamer Columbia 
and tho steam lumber schooner San 
Pedro In Shelter Cove, 12 miles south- 
west of tho Mendocino and Humboldt 
county line, between 12 and 1 o'clock 
yesterday morning. Only meagre de- 
tals of tho tragedy havo been received, 
though every effort has been made to 
get the facts. Scores of telegrams to 
Eureka, tho nearest point of import- 
ance, remain unanswered. The few 
details known 'here were_. brought by 
tho steamer Roanoko and tho steam 
schooner Daisy Mitchell, which arriv- 
ed in San Francisco this forenoon. 

Tho Columbia, a three hundred-foot 
steel vessel of the San Francisco and 



A Better Report 

Eureka, July 22.— Of tho 2-19 per- 
sons on tho steamer Columbia, which 
was run into and sunk early Sunday 
morning by tho lumber-laden schoon- 
er San Pedro, 144 wero brought hero 
today by the steamer Elder. Of these 
107 woro jassengers and 37 members 
of 'the crow of tho Columbia. Besides 
these, four life boats aro reported to 
havo been picked up, ono containing 
13 people, another 18 and the third 15. 
Tho number in the fourth boat Is not 
given.

Portland Steamship Co.,'whilo bound 
from San Francisco for Portland, with 
180 passengers and a crew of GO, col- 
lided with and was rammed by tho 
San Pedro, a 170 foot steamer south- 
bound for this city. Tho sea was 
smooth, but the weather was foggy. 
The San Pedro, looming out of tho 
mist, a few shiplengths away, bore 
down on tho Columbia at high speed, 
despite frantic efforts to clear. , 

With a grinding crash, tho San Tc- 
dro sank her stem fully ten feet into 
tho Columbia's port bow. Nearly all 
of tho Columbia's passengers and many 
of the crew wero asleep when the col- 
lision occurred. As tho San Pedro 
backed away the sea poured in through 
the ragged holo in tho Columbia's bow 
above and below tho water line, and 
in live minutes she sank. The story 
of that tlvo minutes is yet to bo told, 
and until it is told by some survivors 
tho facts of the tragedy can but bo 
guessed. • 

According to J. S. Flynn, a passen- 
ger on the Roanoke, Captain Doran, of 
the Columbia, succeeded in launching 
four lifeboats and two rafts before the 
Columbia sank. Flynn in an interview 
is credited with saving that many pas- 
sengers, all men, got away in that 
manner and wore all saved, that Cap- 
tain Doran acted with great coolness 
in tho face of death and went down 
with his ship. Flynn is also credited 
with saving that not ono of the hun- 
dred odd women passengers were sav- 
ed. 

Shortly after the collision tho 
steamers Roanoke and George W. El- 
der and tho steam schooner Daisy Mit- 
chell, all southbound, came on the 
scene and stood by. Tho Elder took tho 
San Pedro in tow, and the latest re- 
ports announce their arrival in Eureka. 

Tho stem of tho San Pedro was 
smashed to splinters; one of tho masts 
was snapped off at tho deck. She was 
settling and she had a heavy list when 
taken in tow, Capt. Hansen remained 
on board. The Daisy Mitchell orfered 
assistance to the Elder, but this was 
declined. She picked up a life bout 
and a raft of tho Columbia. . 

Near tho scene of tho wreck tho 
Roanoke picked up a life raft and 
found underneath it the dead body of 
a passenger, supposed to bo Edward 
Butler, of Portsmouth, N. H. 

Tho offices of the Merchants' Ex- 
chango in this city and of the various 
newspapers have been besieged since 
early morning by relatives and friends 
of the Columbia's passengers, but tho 
Insistent and tearful requests for in- 
formation of the victims and tho 
rescued remained unanswered. Tho 
reported facts that Butler was drown- 
ed and that Captain Doran went down 
with his ship, few details of the 
casualty has been received. 

President Frey, of the steamship 
company, said tills afternoon that tho 
Columbia lies in deep water, fifteen 
miles off shore, and that for tho pre- 
sent at least no attempt will bo mado 
to ralso her. Capt. Doran was ro- 
gardod by tho officials of the San 
Francisco and Portland Steamship 
company as ono of the ablest seamen 
who ever operated a vessel on tho 
coast. His career had been free from 
accidents, and this was tho lirst dis- 
aster that had befallen any vessel over 
.uhlr.v, ha holrl onmrnniitl.

Tho Sunken Steamer. 

The steamer Columbia was an Iron 
vessel of 2,722 tons gross, 1,74 tons 
net, built 27 years ago at Chester, 
Pennsylvania, by J. Roach & Sons for 
the Oregon Railway & Navigation 
Company of Portland, Ore. She was 
.10!). 4 feet long, 38.5 feet beam and 
23.2 feet deep, and was registered at 
Portland, Oregon. She had compound 
engines, with two cylinders, 42% and 
82 inches in diameter with a 54-inch 
stroke, and developed 415 nominal 
horse power. 

Tho arrival of the Columbia at 
Portland In 3SS0 was quite an event 
In the marine hlsfory of the North 
Pacific. Capt. Holies, now marine 
Inspector, commanded the vessel on 
her trip from the Atlantic coast. As 
a coincidence, the steamer was sunk 
on tiie same day of tho year as she 
began her service on this coast be- 
tween 'San Francisco and Portland. 
For fifteen years the steamer had an 
excellent record in her service, never 
having been more than ono night at 
sea between the Columbia and the 
Golden Gate. In 1895 the steamer was 
withdrawn for a general overhauling 
and new hollers woro put In the ves- 
sel at tho dock of tho Union Iron 
Works at SanaFrancisco. 



CAUSE SEVERAL 



Former Emperor Persists in Ef- 
forts to Keep Hold of 
Power 



SUPPORTERS PLACED IN OFFICE 



Capital Full of Intrigues — Property of 
Foreigners Apparently in Dan- 
ger From Rioters 



Tokio, July 22.— Telegrams from 
Seoul state that intrigues on an ex- 
tenslvo scale are now In progress. It 
Is declared that tho palace Is now a 
hotbed of illicit plots and conspira- 
cies. 

Tho placing on the throne of tho new 
emperor lias aggravated the jealousies 
between tho followers of his mother. 
Princess Ming, and tho mother of 
Prince Yihg, each having a largo fol- 
lowing. This stato of affairs is be- 
ing taken advantage of by the poli- 
ticians, who aro distrustful of ono an- 
other. Dissatisfaction is spreading 
rapidly and riotlngs of the people 
throughout tho peninsula aro appre- 
hended. 

Seoul, July 22.— Tho discovery of a 
plot against tho throno resulted in tho 
arrest between midnight and dawn to- 
day of ono of tho elder statesmen of 
Korea together with Pale Yung Ho, 
who was yesterday appointed minister 
of tho imperial household; Yl Do Chai, 
grand chamberlain of tho former em- 
peror, and fo'ur Korean officers 

Tho Japaneso residency hero has 
placed tho whole responsibility for tho 
arrests mado this morning generally 
on tho throno, disclaiming interven- 
tion, which It Is asserted would bo 
an unnecessary invasion of affairs 
which aro purely Korean. 

On account of tho fact that every 
Japanese soldier hero is needed to 
guard tho barracks of tho Korean 
troops, guards havo been refused to 
protect houses of foreigners in the 
suburbs and their occupunts, who have 
boon threatened in anonymous com- 
munications, and havo been given re- 
fugo In tho foreign quarters of tho 
city. Reinforcements of Japaneso 
troops aro not expected until July 24, 
and it is Impossiblo to adequately pa- 
trol tho city so as to prevent the* 
gathering of the mobs which havo as- 
sembled during tho Inst two days. 

Tho intervention of the former em- 
peror in tho affairs of today Is evi- 
denced by tho fact that ho prevailed 
upon his nephew, tho present omporor, 
to refuse bis signature to a proclama- 
tion framed by the cabinet, tho object 
of which was to calm the people and 
restore order. 

rTho appointment of Pak Yung Ho 
to his present post Is another evidence 
of the refusal of tho deposed sovereign 
to surrender power and there is rea- 
son to bclievo that ho Is playing to 
precipitate an outbreak. Tho min- 
isters of war, justice and education 
wero assembled at the palace at 5 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. The re- 
mainder of the cabinet joined them 
at 10 o'clock in the evening. Tho 
full cabinet deliberated until this 
morning. Tho minister of war has 
reported to Marquis Ito, the Japaneso 
resident general, that he Has nn con- 
trol over or communication with tho 
army.

Man Killed and Others In- 
jured — Much Property 
Destroyed 



Racine, Wis., July 22. — Ono ' man 
killed, several Injured, a barn des- 
troyed, other buildings damaged 
and horses killed, was the result of 
tho rain, wind and electric storm 
which visited Racine county yesterday 
and last night. At the village of 
Waterford lightning struck tho stocplo 
of St. Mary's church while services 
were being held, and Wenzel Mlksch, 
of Milwaukee was killed. Several 
other people were severely stunned. 
Damage reports also came from Ray- 
mond Centre, Dover and other places. 

Lacrosse, Wis., July 22. — Lacrosse 
is almost completely cut off from com- 
munication with tho -outside world ns 
a result of tho rain and electrical 
storm of last night. Telegraph and 
telephone lines were carried awav, 
much livestock was drowned arid 
great damage was dono to crops on 
tho Minnesota side of the. river. 

Drowned in Rainy Lake 

Fort Frances, July 22.— A fatality 
occurred on Rainy Lake on Sunday, 
when a young Englishman, Bob Wat- 
son, and Mabel Sheena, wero drowned. 
In stepping off tho dock tho lady 
missed her footing and fell between 
tho boat and tho dock. In sinking sho 
caught hold of tho man and both 
sunk. Tho bodies have not been re- 
covered. 



Brother Cesairo Killed 

Montreal, July 22. — Brother Cesalre, 
of tho Trapplst monks, is dead under 
tragic circumstances. Brother Cosaire, 
aged 57 years, who had charge of the 
windmill In tho vicinity of tho mon- 
astery, went to Inspect tho maphlnery. 
Tho wind was then very strong, and 
tho monk's robe caught in tho largo 
wheel of the mill. Ho was whirled 
around with terrific force and rapid- 
ity, und llnally his mangled body 
propped to tho ground,

IMMfGRTION FIGURES 

A Decrease in Number of Settlors 
From United States 

Ottawa, July 22.— The completed re- 
turns of Immigration into Canada for 
tlie month of May show that the total 
for the month svas. -15,077 as compared 
with S7,Jfll for May of last year, an 
Increase of 8,486 or 23 per cent. The 
immigration through the ocean ports 
totalled 38,755, an increase of 1S.1SS or 
nearly 100 per cent. On the other hand 
Immigration from the United States 
shows a considerable falling off for the 
month; due as has been previously ex- 
plained, principally to the transporta- 
tion difficulties In the west last-spring. 
The high prices nt which the railway 
companies and land speculators are 
now holding western lands- and the 
comparative cheapness of Texas lands 
are also largely to blame for the tem- 
porary ebbing of the tide of "The Am- 
erican Invasion." 

The local Immigration from the 
United States foi May was 6,622, For 



the eleven months up to May 31 last, 
beginning with the close of the fiscal 
year, ending .lime :I0, mod, the total 
immigration was 214,395. For the same 
period of the fiscal year, 1905-60, the 
total Immigration was 161,744, and for 
the first five months of tlie present 
calendar year the immigration totalled 
131,776, as compared with 106,133 lor 
tlie same months of- 11)0(1, an increase 
of 25,643. The increase Is almost wholly 
made up of arrivals from the mother 
country. 

The figures for Juno are not yet 
available, hut the returns now in show 
that the rate of Increase was consider- 
ably larger than for the preceding 
months. To date the immigration de- 
partment estimates that this year's in- 
flux of new citizens has passed tho 
two hundred thousand mark. 



Men Resumo Work 
Winnipeg. July 22. — Tho bricklayers 
and tho Builders' exchange settled 
their differences torjay and tho men 
will resumo work at once. 



Discussion on the proper course to 
be adopted In view of tlie recent action 
of tlie majority of tho license com- 
missioners caused a rather heated de- 
bate in tho city council chamber last 
night. Aid. Hahna and Koss express- 
ed their opinion of the Mayor, Ills- 
Worship was quite sure that the 
license commissioners* with the ex- 
ception of- himself, were unworthy of 
their exalted position, and bo did not 
even seem impressed with the excel- 
lent qualities of those- aldermen who 
differed with him. 

Trouble was precipitated by the 
reading of a letter from License Com- 
missioner Joseph E. Phillips, in which 
he denounced the conduct of the 
Mayor and Aid. Fuller ton and Glea- 
son, and defended the action of Ills 
co-commissioner and himself at the 
recent meeting when they voted to re- 
new all existing licenses. His .Wor- 
ship also read a long statement out- 
lining the history of the case and his 
own action, which was ordered spread 
upon the records. The discussion was 
listened to by a delegation of about 
fifty sympathizers of the Mayor, who 
applauded loudly when ho scored off 
ids upponents, 

The first gun was fired by the city 
clerk when he read the following let- 
ter from Mr. Phillips: 

Victoria, 13. C., July 20th. 11)07. 
His Worship tho -Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen, Victoria: 
Gentlemen, — I am apprised through 
tlie press that a resolution was intro- 
duced at your session, of the 15th ult, 
and laid over until your meeting of 
the 22nd inst., whereby it is proposed 
to petition the executive of British 
Columbia for the removal of myself 
and Aid. Ross as licensing commls- 
.tioners of Victoria because of the 
action taken by us at the last sitting 
of tho board of licensing commis- 
sioners. The Mayor anfl Aid. Ful- 
lerton and Gleason, upon the intro- 
duction of the said resolution made 
certain untrue and defamatory state- 
ments against me as a licensing com- 
missioner, unfairly using these state- 
ments as a means to justify them- 
selves for supporting tlie resolution. 
.Since these remarks were made by 
these men, I have requested them to 
teiterate their statements in a news- 
paper published in this city, so that 
I may be afforded an opportunity of 
proving in the courts the utter falsity 
of their charges. They have' refrain- 
ed from doing this and continue to 
adopt, tho same cowardly tactics by 
attacking me from behind their re- 
spective positions as Mayor and alder- 
men, thus keeping themselves immune 
from prosecution. It must, therefore, 
lie patent to your honorable body that 
'there is absolutely no truth in these 
charges, for if these men believe that 
they are speaking the truth they 
Ivould not hesitate to come from be- 
hind the shield which the law places 
In front of them and thereby give me 
the opportunity of proving to jou and 
tlie citizens of Victoria that they know 
that they arc untruthfully and malici- 
ously vilifying me, with tho object of 
getting some kind of cheap notoriety. 
I do not propose to here defend my- 
self for doing my duty as a license 
commissioner In carrying out the 
spirit and letter of the License Bylaw, 
because there is another tribunal open 
t:, me in which this can be done — if 
the Mayor and Aid. Fullerton and 
Gleason nro really sincere In making 
their charges — further than to say 
this: That the Mayor, by taking the 
matter into his own hands and keep- 
ing all Information from his fellow 
commissioners on the licensing court 
as to any alleged infraction of the by- 
law, himself violated the provisions of 
the Municipal Clauses Act and the 
bylaw and simply made it impossible 
fin- the licensing board to punish a 
licensebolder who might have been 
guilty of a breach of the bylaw. Not- 
withstanding any resolution which 
Ivour honorable body may pass, I in- 
tend to do my duty, as I have done 
in' tlie past, by carrying out to the 
letter the • provisions of (he statutes 
and bylaws of the city, and I wish it 
distinctly understood that no Indi- 
vidual or body of men can coerce me 
into doing an act which would violate 
the law and be contrary to the prin- 
ciples of natural justice. 

JOS. B. PHILLIPS, 
License Commissioner. 
A communication from R. W. Cole- 
man secretary pro tern of the Citizens' 
League, enclosing a resolution on the 
licensing question, pitted by that 
bodyi was then read as follows- 

Victoria, July 22, 1907. 
To the Mayor and City Council: 
The enclosed resolution was unani- 
mously carried at a special meeting of 
the Citizens' League, held at five 
o'clock today. 

R, W. COLEMAN, 
Sec. Pro Tern. 
Whereas— It appears to us that the 
action of the License Commissioners 
at the last meeting in renewing all the 
liquor licenses of the city by a blanket 
resolution "giving the license holders 
a further opportunity, of complying 
with the by-law," is a direct violation 
of the statute governing the Issuance 
of liquor licences, which forobids the 
Issue of any such license until all by- 
laws have been fully complied with, 
and which declares that all licenses 
are. null and void when issued before 
alf by-laws bavo been fully compiled 
with and. 

"Whereas it appears to us that this 
action of tlie License Commissioners 
has rendered null and void all the li- 
censes now held in tills city in all 
cases where the new liquor license 
by-law has not been fully compiled 
with, therefore resolved, that we urge 
upon the mayor and council tho ad- 
•v\.-;tblll.t,y of taking action! to test 
tho validity of all such licenses, or 
of taking any other action In the mat- 
ter which may seen expedient.!' 

The city solicitor's opinion 011 the 
legal aspects precipitated a hot dis- 
cussion. Alderman Hahna and Ross 
wanted the motion ordered filed, while 
Aid; Gleason, seeondod by Aid. Meston 
Wished a test case to be made In ac- 
cordance with the legal opinion. Fln- 
ally the mayor obtained leave to Intro- 
duce and read his version of tjio con- 



troversy and it was agreed that Aid. 
Hanna's motion of which notice had 
been given, should bo taken up so that 
the whole matter could bo disposed of 
at once. Mr. Hanna moved, second- 
ed by Aid. Ross. 

"That the board of police commis- 
sioners he requested to obtain a re- 
port, and submit the same to the coun- 
cil, of all liquor license holders who 
up to Friday the 23rd of August next 
shall havo failed to comply with tho 
Liquor By-Law regulations or have 
committed wilful Infractions of ,tho 
same, and that the board of licen- 
sing commissioners do cause seven 
clear days notice to be sent to all per- 
sons so reported to apply for tho Jan- 
uary, 190S for renewals of licenses." 

In introducing his motion, Aid. Han- 
na said that he hat] taken advantago of 
the advice of the city solicitor in his 
drafting. Referring to the mayor's 
complaint that the commissioners bad 
approached tho last meeting with a 
cut and dried plan of action, he said 
that his worship had started the game 
by having announced in tho press in 
advance that tlie commissioners would 
do so and so when they met. Such 
action was calculated to arouse the 
ugliness to be found In all human be- 
ings, so when they did meet they did 
exactly the opposite. 

Going to tho merits he said that his 
resolution meant "taking up the mat- 
ter afresh on a basis that would give 
all concerned a fair chance. WJillo 
Individual opinions might vary, as to 
tlie best course to adopt In certain 
circumstances, his .objects were to 
make peace and to savo the city fur- 
ther legal expenses and undeserved 
notoriety. 

. His worship replied to this appeal 
by springing an unexpected mine. He 
declined to entertain the motion at 
all on the ground that It was out of 
order. lie said "A former resolution 
which has been voted down by the 
council at a former meeting puts yours 
out of order.. The object of tho form- 
er motion was to ensure delay taking 
place in tho carrying out of the by- 
law. This motion of yours means the 
same thing." 

Aid. Hanna — "The motion Is not In- 
troduced for purposes of delay and if 
you were tender hearted you would 
not take this action. I shall do what 
I have never done before. 1 shall ap- 
peal to the council from your ruling." 

The mayor reiterated that the motion 
merely meant delay and so was out of 
order, although Aid. Vincent remark- 
ed that tho former motion, which was 
introduced by himself, was to post- 
pone the operation of the by-law until 
its validity had been decided vpor. »by 
the courts, and so was quite a different 
matter. 

Tlie ruling of the mayor was sus- 
tained by seven votes to two. Aid Han- 
na and Ross voting against It. There was 
loud applause from the spectators 
when the figures were announced, and 
Aid. Hanna Wanted to know why they 
wcr.e not suppressed as on other oc- 
casions but his worship said they were 
too short and sweet to stop. 

Aid. Gleason, seconded by Aid. Mes- 
ton, introduced the following resolu- 
tion which precipitated a heated war 
of words: 

Whereas by the report of the city 
solicitor it appears . that by section 
184 of the Municipal Clauses act all 
licenses for the sale of liquor issued 
by tho majority of the board at their 
last sitting are open , to the conten- 
tion that they ware illegally issued, 
anil therefore null' "in d' void, resolved 
that the city solicitor be instructed in 
conference with tho mayor to select 
one or more test cases for the opinion 
of tho courts. 

Aid. Vincent thought it entirely un- 
necessary. 

"The. bylaw Is there and it is up to 
the license commissioners and the po- 
lice commissioners to enforce it. We 
have done our duty and there is no 
sense in passing any more resolu- 
tions." 

Aid. Ross said they were making a 
mountain out of an ant hill. "There 
Is nothing wrong with the city nor 
with the conditions of law and order 
which now prevail," said he. "You 
havo got your bylaw. Then put it 
into effect. It is absurd, the position 
which you take." 

Aid. Henderson wanted to know if 
tho commissioners could not cancel the 
licenses if the bylaw were transgressed 
and tho city solicitor explained that 
tho bylaw had created new offences 
which could only be punished by tak- 
ing the steps indicated in the bylaw, 
but of course ordinary offences under 
the statute could be punished as be- 
fore. . 

Aid Verrlnder wanted to know wdiat 
became of the places that were being 
operated under hotel licenses when 
they should havo saloon permits, ad- 
ding that he thought it undesirable 
that such places should have the priv- 
ilege of selling drinks after hours and 
all over tho premises. 

Tho city solicitor explained that 
these licenses were granted prior to 
1802, but that they had ceased to he 
hotels, and that a change In tho sys- 
tem was desirable. 

Mayor Morley made a statement to 
tho effect that St was not true that lie 
had kept back any Information from 
his fellow commissioners. They had had 
a sitting on the first Wednesday in 
Juno with the city solicitor present, 
when their plan of action appeared to 
bo agreed upon. They had also had 
another meeting shortly before their 
official session, for which he had been 
at great pains to provide all the ne- 
cessary information and papers; but 
that Commissioner Phillips would do 
nothing but say they could not move 
till the courts had given their decision 
on the bylaw. He added: "If tlie 
mayor lias to sit and try to do busi- 
ness with the present license commis- 
sioners it will be impossible to do 
justice to the city's licensing business." 

Ho went, on to suggest that the 
council should tike some steps In re- 
gard to those gentlemen, but without 
specifying any particular mode of- ac- 
tion. 

Aid. Henderson thought that thai 
was rather strong language, but tho 
mayor Insisted that 1! would be Im- 
possible to continue satisfactorily with 
such colleagues. 

Aid. Ross— "Vou have gone too far. 
They are just as good, law-abiding 
citizens as you are." 

Mayor Morley — "T have no personal 
feelings against the license commis- 
sioners, but they are not fit persons 
for the position they hold." 

Aid. Hahna — "Vou have just as much 
right to say that, those aldermen here 
who do not agree with you are not 
fit persons for their positions." 

Mayor Morley — "I have not 'said so 
vet, but may have occasion to do so 
later on." 

This sally was greeted with great 
applause by the audience, which the 
mayor mildly repressed 

Aid. Hnnna. angrily retorted that If 
they felt that the mayor was sincere 
In his actions that they would feel 
differently, hut they knew he was only 
looking for a. little more Cheap adver- 
tising. 

Tho motive wns then carried by flvo 
votes to four. 

Tho council also adopted tho sug- 
gestion in the last clause of tho city 
solicitor's opinion, tho full text of 



which follows, that the commissioners 
bo asked to state in writing just what 
they meant by their action. 

His Worship tho Mayor and 

Board of Aldermen. 

Gentlemen. — We have tho honor to 
advlso upon the action of tho Board of 
Licensing Commissioners (Commis- 
sioners Ross and McPhillips, His Wor- 
ship dissonting) In ofttcrlng by resolu 7 
Hon the Issuance of renewals of li- 
censes pursuant to the .provisions of 
Sec. 1 of the above by-law, and we 
have considered the conditions under 
which this resolution was passed: . 

Tho meeting of the Board on tho 
15th day of July was by way of ad- 
journment of the regular sitting ilxed 
by tho statue (Sec. 1X2 Sub-sec C.) 
for the second Wednesday In Juno and 
it appears there were applications be- 
fore tho court pending ami standing 
over from the second Wednesday ol 
June to a. subsequent: date, and that 
the court further adpourned until tho 
15th, of July. 

Notices requiring certain holders to 
apply at this adjourned silling held 
been given' under the provisions ot 
Sec. 3 of the by-law which requires 
notices to bo given for "the next (reg- 
ular) court of licensing commission- 
ers." 

A contention was made before the 
Board of Mr. Higgih'S and Mr. MoPhil - 
lips, ICC, that tlie' words in Sec. 3 
of tho by-law must be taken to mean a 
statutory court day, as defined by Sub- 
sec. C. before quoted, and cannot mean 
an adjournment of such regular court. 

Under Sec. 184 of tho Municipal act 
tho Board may adjourn their sittings 
from time to time. 

Moreover under Sec. 201, the Court 
may sit for purpose of hearing com- 
plaints at any time, and the complaints 
which they may entertain at the court 
when so convened, are not only com- 
plaints arising under the statute, but 
also under the by-law. 

If the decision of the majority of 
tlie Board rests on this contention, we 
beg to express the opinion they decid- 
ed erroneously; A further point was 
taken as to the Notices; but as none, 
of the notices were brought before the 
court, and the board had no knowl- 
edge of the contents it is clear they 
did not purport to decide this point. 

We have not sufficient material be- 
fore us to enable us to say whether 
any other motive actuated the maj- 
ority of the board, but it would bo 
open to any court, reviewing the cir- 
cumstances to Infer from tho fads 
viz, that the resolution was brought 
already prepared by Commissioner; Mc- 
Phllllps and was moved at tho earli- 
est possible moment (and in fact in- 
terrupting counsel's address); that the 
two commissioners forming the major- 
ity came to tlie court with a pre-de- 
lerniined purpose and concerted ar- 
rangement. 

There are certain cases in tlie city 
where hotel licenses heretofore issued 
have been renewed whereas no hotel 
exists but a saloon business Is carried 
on, and it was in contemplation to ask j 
the court to direct the issuance in 
such cases of saloon licenses, so as to 
make such licenses conform to the 
provisions of tho new by-law and thus 
remedy the irregularity prevailing. 

In our opinion renewals should not 
have been granted in tlie cases refer- 
red to In the form In which they are 
now, and such renewal licenses may 
be' declared to be upon the wording of 
Sec. 184, "null and void." 

Again certain of the notices which 
have been served were given under 
the provisions of See. 3, for breach of 
the regulations contained in .sections 
0, 10, 11, T2, these notices were, under 
our advice, given for the next regular 
court, "whether by way of adjourn- 
ment or otherwise," and the same still 
stand good and are notices of which 
the court will he seized at its next 
regular meeting. 

The resolution or order of the ma- 
jority of the board prevents immediate 
effect being given to any decision of 
the board at its next regular sitting 
upon these complaints, but does not 
prejudice tlie court's power to deal 
witli tin; renewal in January, 190S. 

Furthermore, our instructions en- 
able us to say there were licenses tho 
renewal of which it was proposed to 
contest upon evidence to be called, and 
upon tlie report ot the chief of police, 
but wo do not further allude to these 
cases as In our opinion it is not open 
to the board, under tlie provisions ofj 
tile by-law, t'> deal with complaints! 
against the conduct of the license' 
holder, other than for Infractions of 
the by-law, but complaints us to the 
character ot tho house can only be 
brought forward under the statutory 
provisions. 

The following courses are open to 
the council: 

(1) The council can apply to the 
court for a writ of mandanus to the 
board of licensing 'commissioners to 
hear and determine the complaints, 
and for that purpose to convene a 
court. 

(2) Tho council can direct proceed- 
ings to lie instituted under section 170 
against persons selling spirituous or 
fermented liquors without license, 
treating Hie licenses now issued as 
void under section 184. 

(3) The council can by adopting tho 
order of the majority now made and 
the licenses Issued therein as valid, 
proceed against all license holders who 
do not obey the regulations of the by- 
law for the penalties imposed by the 
by-law. 

The only pecuniary penalties impos- 
ed arc for infraction of sections 0, 7, 
S; as to sections 6 and 7, we beg to 
advise that no proceeding should be 
instituted until the decision of tlie full 
court has been given in the appeal 
argued before them al the. last sitting. 

The penalty for infraction of the 
other provisions involves the refusal 
of renewal and upon report had from 
tlie chief of police of any infraction 
notice under section 3 can be given 
for the September court, the form of 
which notice we should be asked to 
settle. ' 

We bavo now to advise tlie council 
which of tho several courses open to 
them should be adopted; 

1. As to proceeding by mandanus: 
We do not at present advise the 

same but direct attention lo our con- 
cluding remarks. 

2. As to proceeding on tlie basis of 
treating tlie licenses granted as "null 
and void." 

If the council wish to obtain a judi- 
cial decision, we advise that, in one 
or more cases to bo selected by bis 
worship, in conference with ourselves, 
proceedings be instituted before the 
police magistrate and a caso stated (If 
necessary) for the opinion ot* tho su- 
premo court. 

Wo were asked further by the coun- 
cil to express an opinion whether the 
resolution moved by Aid. Gleason on 
Monday proposing an appeal to the 
executive government is a proceeding 
which the council should follow; as 
staled by Hie writer at the council 
meeting on Monday this involves a 
question of policy and not of law, and 
we think it only necessary to point out 
that unless there Is very ample evi- 
dence of an unjustifiable pre-concerted

Mavor Morley's version of the 
events which have led up to the pre- 
sent licensing cmbruglo as read DJ 
the clerk brings the latest develop- 
ment of the situation to a close. It 
is as follows: 

Re Liquor License Question 

Under the power conferred by sec- 
tion 205 of the Municipal Clauses; 
act the city council, .on . the 2nd ol 
April, 1007, passed By-Law 50,1 foi 
the regulation of licensed premises 
and of applications for liquor licen- 
ses and their issue. 

That part Of section 20a bearing 
upon this issue reads as follows: 

205. The council ..of every munici- 
pality may pass by-laws not, however, 
contrary to or inconsistent with the 
conditions of tills act: 

(a ) For regulating the manner and 
conditions which tlie Hoard of Li- 
censing may authorize and grant the 
renewal of a license or withhold a re- 
newal of a license to or from any per- 
son now holding a license or to or 
from any person to whom a license 
may hereafter be granted. 

(b.) For limiting the number of li- 
censes and etc. 

(c.) For prescribing the form and 
conditions of the license to be granted 
by the Board of Licensing Commis- 
sioners oi- issued by their authority 
and the days and hours which tho 
authority to. sell liquor may bo exer- 
cised. 

(b.) For prescribing the mode or 
procedure upon complaints against 
holders of licenses and without dero- 
gating from the general power, for 
the hearing and adjudicating upon 
•such complaint and the procedure for 
compelling the attendance of witnes- 
ses and the production of documents. 
And for regulating and cancelling of 
licenses before the expiration of the 
time for which the same were .is- 
sued. 

Up to the time of the city's ex- 
ercising the power conferred by tho 
act, the discretionary pawer of deal- 
ing with licenses 'waf, vested' in tho 



license board, but this power ceases 
witli the city council's exercise of the 
power under the act. (Sea sections 
184, 190, and 205 of tho act.) 

Oa the second 'Wednesday in Juno 
1907, the Board of Licensing Com- 
missioners pa»st*4 the following reso- 
lution and adjourned its sittings till 
the 15th of July for the purpose of 
hearing applications for renewals. Tho 
board also renewed at that time the 
temporary permits for transfers so 
that they might bo dealt with In con- 
nection with the new requirements of 
the by-laws at the adjourned sit- 
ting. 

The resolution passed on the second 
Wednesday of June wns as fol- 
lows: 

"Resolved that tho chief of police, 
with the assistance of tho clerk, pre- 
pare a list of all licenses with a de- 
scription of .the .promises of each li- 
censee, and the clerk shall not later 
than seven days previous to tho ( next 
sitting of tin; License; Comrh'lssiohj 
give the required notice to tho holder 
of a license, where such licenses ap- 
pears to bo hold irregularly, or where 
tho premises do not comply with the 
requirements of thc.clty by-law, Not 
503, to appear at the. next sitting o{ 
the 'commission and there make ap- 
plication for the renewal of their 11-' 
censes." 

In accordauco with this resolution 
the chief of police and clerk prepared 
a list of all licensed premises, and. 
seven clear days notice was sent to' 
each license holder as well as to tho 
owner or agent of the property where 
tho requirements of tho by-law, hail 
not been complied with, requiring 
that application be made to the next 
regular sitting or the license board on 
the 15th day of July for. .a rei^s-al 
of the license. 

Tho board met on tho 15th, 'Sir. 
Mann appeared on behalf of the city 
and explained that tho city council 
had no intention of dealing harshly 
with tho licensees, but that It would 
satisfy tho requirements of the city If 
the new regulations wcro dealt with 
on the following lines: 

To at once grant renewals to thosu 
wlio had compiled with the bylaw, also 
to those who bad almost completed tho 
required changes In their premises, 
tho, license to remain with tho city 
treasurer till work was complete. To 
those not contumacious, but who 
needed a longer time to comply tho 
renewal to bo granted subject , .to a,

Hon. F. J. Fulton, minister of edu- 
cation, who, with R. M. Palmer, chief 
of the bureau of information, has 
boon attending the Irrigation conven- 
tion at Calgary, returned yesterday. 
While there they retained Professor 
Carpenter, formerly state engineer of 
Colorado, to make a thorough report 
upon tho irrigation problems gener- 
ally connected with that subject in 
British Columbia. 

Professor Carpenter will visit the 
districts in which Irrigation may lie 
undertaken and inspect them thorough- 
ly. Upon his reports the policy of tho 
government and the formulation of 
legislation connected with it will de- 
pend. The new legislation will ho 
therefore thoroughly complete and will 
supplant the patchwork laws hitherto 
applying to the subject. Professor 
Carpenter will be in Victoria early in 
August to confer with the 
ment officials. 

Calgary July in.— (Special eorros- 
?~ 8 ' ) ~ The Western Irrigation 
Lon\entlon resumed its session vester- 
aay forenoon at 10 o'clock with R. B. 
Bennett in the chair. The first ques- 
tion to conic before the convention was 
mat of the appointment of a commis- 
sion to inquire Into the water laws of 
tin: three western provinces, so that 
uniformuy might, if possible be es- 
tablished, a number of delegates 
were opposed to the Idea, because of 
tile varying conditions in the prov- 
inces. The desire of the meeting was 
that large and small users of water 
should be treated equitably, and that 
no trouble should be raised with the 
federal government. 

The resolution, as adopted after dis- 
cussion, was as follows: 

"That the convention desires to re- 
commend tlie immediate appointment 
of a thoroughly qualllled commission 
to inquire into tho present status of 
the water laws of British Columbia 
and Alberta and their administration. 
Such commission to include represen- 
tation from small users of water, and 
to report to tho B. C. government , at 
as early u dato as possible, recom- 
mending such changes in legislation as 
will deal with existing grievances; 
while recognizing existing rights, pro- 
vide for future development, and, if 
possible, bring about uniformity in the 
water laws of the three provinces of 
British Columbia, Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan. >-■:• • '. 

In the absence of J. S. Dennis, who 
was on the programme to read n paper 
on "Tlie Status of Irrigation In Can- 
ada," William Pearce took up the sub- 
ject in a very interesting manner He 
had no formal paper prepared on the 
subject, and spoke principally from 
memory of his travels over the coun- 
try, but his information given to the 
delegates to the convention was very 
exact. 

A resolution of the Cardston board 
of trade was introduced, giving as 
their opinion that "no irrigation com- 
pany or project should be allowed by 
the Dominion government to monopo- 
lize all the water rights, reservoir 
sites, small streams, or other sources 
of water, situated in another district, 
to the detriment of that district, or 
should not be allowed to divert water 
from a natural watershed into another 
watershed. 

After considerable discussion the 
resolution was defeated, but was sub- 
sequently passed Jn an amended form 
Which specifically mentioned nil water 
sources in Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
British Columbia. 

The convention adjourned at 12 
oclock and the members were driven 
out in carriages provided by the Can- 
adian Irrigation £ Colonization com- 
pany to the head gates of their canal, 
Where luncheon was served, and the 
party returned to tlie city in the af- 
ternoon. 

A Permanent Organization. 
At •! (/'clock the convention re-con- 
vened, anil the following resolution 
was considered and adopted: 

"That this convention be perpetuat- 
ed as an annual institution, and that a 
constitution, by-laws, and other ma- 
chinery lie provided, having in view 
permanent organization." 

Prof. Ji. L. Carpenter, director of 
the state college of Colorado, was 
then introduced, and delivered an in- 
teresting address on what had been 
accomplished by Irlgation in that 
state. Colorado, lie said, was only an 
older sister of Alberta in this respect, 
and the conditions were much the 
same. Little was known of Alberta 
until the visit of -Mr. Dennis and .Mr. 
Pearce to their state convention. The 
United Slates and Canada were at tile 
tall end of the procession .so far as irri- 
gation was concerned. The highest 
and earliest development of civilization 
was in irrigated countries. Seven- 
eighths of tlie food supply of the 
world Is produced from irrigated lands. 
Irrigation is not necessarily a dry coun- 
try proposition. If is equally applic- 
able where „thero is a large rainfall. 

From experiments It has been proven 
that every pound of vegetable ' matter 
produced requires 3G pounds of water. 
This Is equal to three Inches of water 
over the whole country. 

The old aphorism that "more water 
means more grass," Is true in regard 
to grain crops. 

Prom his Inquiries since he enme to 
Alberta he had learned that the 
highest rainfall was 35 Inches in any 
year. In Italy the average was :i(i 
Inches, where they had six cuttings of 
grass per year. In tills northern coun- 
try tho sun power is stronger than 
further south, and as a consequence 
tho separation of the carbon necessary 
for plant life from the carbonic ucld In 
the air is more rapid. 

The model system of irrigation Is to 
give tlie plant just sufficient moisture 
to ensure growth and development. If 
too much water were put on the 
ground tlie plant might be smothered; 
Tho ground should also be well pre- 
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pared before the moisture was placed 
on It In order to produce the best re- 
results. 

Evening Session. 

At the evening session, before the 
continuation of Prof. Carpenter's ad- 
dress, tho convention passed votes of 
thanks to tlie press for the fair man- 
ner in which the reports of tlie pro- 
ceedings had been reported; to the 
C. P. It. for tlie special rates which 
the delegates received; to the citizens 
of Calgary for courtesies received; 
and, as tiie chairman said, to every- 
body In general, "including ourselves." 

It was decided to hold tho next con- 
vention in Vernon, B. C, although the 
delegates from Kamloops made a 
strong lHd for It, but were satlsiied 
that even although they could not get 
tho convention all the delegates from 
Alberta and Saskatchewan would have 
to pass through their city. 

Prof. Carpenter then resumed his 
address, giving an interesting history 
of irrigation in Colorado and other 
southwestern states. This concluded 
tho first meeting of tlie first irrigation 
convention ever held in western Can- 
tula. 

An extremely able paper was then 
read by C. W. Peterson, as follows: 
To the Chairman and Members of tho 
First Western Canadian Irrigation 
Convention. 

Mr. Chairman, — I have been asked 
by the committee on arrangements to 
prepare a paper on "The Industrial 
Development Following In the Wake 
of Irrigation." While I am not tech- 
nically qualified to deal with tips 
subject, I \vlll submit a brief observa- 
tion. V 

It is ovidaTit that the industrial de- 
velopment of any particular section 
will depend very largely on its clima- 
tic conditions and potential resources. 
The Industrial development incidental 
to irrigation or intensified farming in 
southerly latitudes, would therefore, 
to some extent differ from that of 
northerly latitudes. As the area re- 
presented in this convention falls with- 
in the latter, 1 shall confine myself to 
dealing witli industries that lend them- 
selves to development with tlie raw 
materials and under the climatic con- 
ditions of tho three westerly provinces 
of Canada. 

Irrigation and Consumption. 
In discussing the Industrial devel- 
opment as a result of Irrigation, it Is 
well to bear In mind that the bulk of 
Industrial investment Invariably lo- 
cates tributary to the consuming pop- 
ulation, other things being equal. This 
means that density of population, 
Which creates favorable market con- 
ditions, attracts Industrial enterprises 
manufacturing products required by 
such population. This refers, of 
course, particularly to the hundred 
and one manufactured articles requir- 
ed upon the farm under intensive cul- 
ture. 

Irrigation means small holdings and 
a dense rural settlement, and, further- 
more, a prosperous and heavy popula- 
tion. Such being the case, the indus- 
trial development of any irrigated sec- 
tion is by no means confined to 
branches of industry requiring for 
raw material tlie products of the soil. 
Livo Stock Feeding and Finishing. 
While it may be considered that my 
subject confines me to urban indus- 
tries, I cannot resist the temptation 
of saying a word Or two on agricul- 
tural development, as 1 conceive the 
farm to be the nation's greatest work- 
shop. 

In studying the economic side of ir- 
rigation, the first fact that -must be 
'thoroughly graspod'.ls, that the back- 
bone of a successful 'farming commun- 
ity Is not by any means the produc- 
tion of cither fruits, cereals or vege- 
tables, but the feeding and finishing of 
live stock. Tills has been the history 
of irrigation development in every 
state of the Union from the most 
southerly to the most northerly. The 
proof of this contention is that of the 
total irrigated acreage In the United 
Stiites at tho time of the last decen- 
nial census, sixty-four per cent, was 
In hay and forage crops. The actual 
figures are, total, 5,712,000 acres; in 
hay and forage 3,GGll,600 acres. Cer- 
eals occupied 2-1 per cent., fruits 4 1-2 
per cent, and vegetables 3 per cent, of 
the whole. The popular belief that ir- 
rigation is not a practical proposition 
in latitudes where fruit cannot be 
grown and where a ready market of 
large proportions does not exist for 
tho side issues of the irrigated farm 
is, therefore, evidently a fallacy. In 
the state of Colorado, with an irrigat- 
ed area of 1,500,000 acres, only 3^,000 
acres are devoted to fruit growing, 
while over a million acres produce hay 
and forage, principaly alfalfa. This 
is conclusive proof that live stock 
feeding and finishing holds its own 
successfully against fruit growing in a 
state where the latter can be pro- 
secuted with the greatest facility and 
profit. 

Owing to the fact that the provinces 
of Saskatchewan and Alberta will pro- 
ably never lend themselves to fruit 
growing on a large scale, while condi- 
tions are almost perfect for live stock 
husbandry. It. is reasonable to suppose 
that the extension of irrigation enter- 
prises in these two provinces will 
simply revolutionize tlie live stock 
business. Instead of sending cattle 
and sheep to market half finished they 
will be grain fed when marketed. This 
will also insure the marketing of our 
live stock during every month of the 
year instead of, as at present, confining 
'it to two or three months In the au- 
tumn. Immense numbers of hogs will 
also be raised and fattened, and tlie 
western prairie section will become an 
enormous ham and bacon exporting 
Instead of importing country. 

Even the province oi. British Colum- 
bia, with its excellent local market for 
agricultural products, will probably find 
it morn profitable to grow stock feed 
on a large area, of its valuable irrigat- 
ed lands than to devote them entirely 
to other crops commanding a higher 
money value per acre but requiring a 
larger expenditure for lubor. 
Meat Packing and Kindred Industries. 

The irrigated urea Is the natural 
livo stock feeding and finishing sec- 
tion, and cities tributary to such be- 
come the logical marketing and pack- 
ing centers. Tho history of the pack- 
ing Industry in the United States lias 
been an irresistible progress west- 
ward. The "Chicago" of Canada will 
be west of Lake Superior. The "Kan- 
sas City" in the irrigated portion of 
Alberta. 

While with our limited live s*n>ok 
production v»'c c-innot hope to have 
more than one or two giant packing 
houses in the west, we may confi- 
dently look forward to the establish- 
ment." in every center surrounded by 
irrigate, 1 lands of large pork packing 
Industries. Alfalfa, fed pork finished 
With a. small grain ration produces 
perhaps the llnest quality of bacon and 
hams and Is one of the staple products 
'or tho Irrigated farm with its rich al- 
falfa fields and abundant supply of 
coarse grains. 

Fruit Growing. 
' There can be no doubt that the in- 
troduction of Irrigation In the valleys 
throughout British Columbia will 
wonderfully stimulate fruit production 
there. That province will always have 
a ready market In the prairie section, 
as it Is Improbable that the more ten- 
der fruits will over bo produced east 
of tho Rocky mountains. 
It is more than likely that Varieties 



of the hardier fruits will very soon be 
developed that will grow under irri- 
gation in the prairie section, but 
crops vastly -more profitable to the 
average farmer will claim the atten- 
tion of irrlgatlonlsts there, thus leav- 
ing the field clear for the British Co- 
lumbia fruit grower. 

Strawberries will undoubtedly be 
produced in great abundance any- 
where in Alberta or Saskatchewan 
where water Is available. In fact, this 
has been conclusively proven In the 
Lethbrldgo district now, and tho pre- 
diction has been freely made thut the 
Medicine Hat and Maple Creek dis- 
tricts will grow fruits of the more 
tender varieties. 

Dairying. 

This industry is one that Involves 
tho creation of urban enterprises to 
handle tho product of the farm. It 
would prolong this paper unduly to 
deal in detail with tho various 
branches of dairying. Suffice it to 
say that the Irrigated district is the 
ideal homo of dairying' industries, in- 
cluding creameries, cheese factories 
and evaporated and condensed milk 
plants. 

The enormous capacity of irrigated 
lands for the products 1 of succulent 
foods of all descriptions, renders it 
one of the greatest factors in any sys- 
tem of farming under irrigation. It is 
appropriate to remark just here that 
the history of agriculture has been 
that no country ever reached the 
highest point of agricultural develop- 
ment until dairying became the leading 
occupation of the farmer. Dairying Is 
the corner stone of intensified farming. 

The labor problem stands In the way 
of dairy development In our western 
country at the presnt time, but the 
Irrigated lands, particularly of the 
province of British Columbia, are 
bound to be devoted largely to dairy- 
ing. Our market conditions are of so 
favorable a nature that means must 
ultimately be devised whereby the 
labor difficulties will bo overcome. 
Beet Sugar Production. 
Sugar beet culture is rightly con- 
sidered a leading feature of irriga- 
tion farming. The northerly latitude 
of Canadian Irrigated lands, with Its 
long cloudless days, Increases the ac- 
tivity of tho chiorophyl cells of the 
beet leaves, which elaborate the sac- 
charine, so that a greater quantity of 
sugar is formed in proportion to the 
area of leaf surface. We have there- 
fore, a climatic or. geographical ad- 
vantage over our southern competitors 
in sugar beet culture. 

Few countries can compete with 
western Canada in the production of 
sugar, and it is confidently expected 
that agricultural and Industrial history 
will be written when the proper culti- 
vation and treatment of beets In this 
latitude Is once thoroughly understood 
and practised. Coal is found every- 
where, at least in districts where sugar 
beet growing Is likely to bo prosecut- 
ed oil a large scale, and enormous 
limestone deposits are available on the 
eastern slope of the Rocky mountains. 

Tho value of it sugar factory to a 
community need only .bo Incidentally 
referred to. Tho era of 'sugar towns" 
has dawned in western Canada and 
with the enormous extension of irri- 
gation, our manufacturing capacity of 
this commodity will only be limited in 
view of the unprecedented Influx of 
population into tho prairie section as 
well as the Pacific province. 

Textile Industries. 

. It is ix. well known fact that the pro- 
duction of flax for fibre is now confin- 
ed to countries of considerable hu- 
midity, as subhuinid or dry climates 
do not produce the best quality of fi- 
bre. The introduction of Irrigation 
Is liable to change the aspect of affairs 
considerably. Not alone may flax be 
profitably grown for fibre, but hemp 
may also become a valuable product. 
This would lead to the development of 
textile industries in the vicinity of ir- 
rigated areas where the raw material 
Will be produced. 

Scouring Mills and Woolen Mills. 
Such enterprises will also be fa- 
miliar enterprises to irrigated sections. 
The vast stock feeding industry that 
will undoubtedly develop with the pro- 
duction of alfalfa and other forage 
crops will greatly stimulate sheep feed- 
ing, and, consequently, wool produc- 
tion. The greatest wool producing 
state south of the line today Is the 
state of Montana, and the Irrigated 
valleys of that state furnish from one- 
fourth to one-third of a million sheep 
annually on alfalfa. 

Malting. 

The famous Gallatin valley In the 
state of Montana is the premier malt- 
ing barley producing section of the 
civilized world. This barley is raised 
almost entirely tinder irrigation, is 
shipped all over the world and Is high- 
ly prized for malting purposes. The 
bulk of this barley goes to the con- 
tinent of Europe. I 

One of the largest malting concerns 
in tho world has a standing offer of 
ten cents per bushel over and above] 
the market price, for any barley lit | 
for malting produced under irrigation j 
in western Canada. Tlie tendency 
should, however, be to establish malt- 
ing plants at the point where the bar- 
ley is produced, and ship It to the 
various breweries rather than to mar- 
ket the raw product. 

Cereal Milling. 
Tho soft wheat so plentifully pro- 
duced on irrigated lands, the enor- 
mous crops of oats and barley that will 
follow the introduction of Irrigation, 
Will draw cereal mining industries to 
the towns tributary to the Irrigated 
sections. The question of freight rates | 
on the raw material Is one of great! 
Importance to industries such as 
these, where such material is bulky 
and of small value per pound. The 
tendency of industries of that sort is] 
to locate in the center of the greatest ] 
cereal producing district. 

An irrigated district holds out spe- 
cial advantages Inasmuch as crop 
failures or partial failures will prac- 
tically he unknown find any industry 
establishing a cereal mill In the vicin- 
ity of Irrigated lands will not, there- 
fore, bo face to face with Importing 
raw materia! in years of partial or 
complete crop failure such ns occurs 
periodically even In the most favored 
non-irrigating sections of the world. 
Vegetable Canning. 
An industry that will lend itself es- 
pecially to location in the vicinity of 
Irrigated setclons is that of vegetable 
canning. A million and a half pounds 
of peas are ennned annually in the 
state of Colorado, and one hundred and 
thirty one million pounds In the Unit- 
ed States. Green peas can he produc- 
ed in abundance with artificial water- 
ing', and machinery has now been per- 
fected whereby thei harvesting and 
shelling of these peas can be accom- 
plished with tlie smallest amount of 
hand work. An enormous market for 
canned peas exists all through western 
Canada, and any industry of that na- 
ture will have the benefit of freight 
rates from eastern Canada on compe- 
titive products, and almost an unlim- 
ited market locally. 

Starch. 

Tho products of potato starch will 
be an Industry of value on Irrigated 
lnnds. Large sections of Colorado arc 
devoted almost entirely to potato pro- 
duction under Irrigation as a leading 
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The Northern Bank commenced

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crop. The appliances for extracting 
the starch from potatoes are very in- 
expensive, and the by-product, potato 
slop, Is extremely valuable for the 
feeding of stock. 

Conclusion 

I have touched only briefly upon 
the industrial possibilities of irrigated 
sections and scarcely tit all upon the 
various new crops that may be pro- 
duced under irrigation. Time does not 
permit of an exhaustive address upon 
the latter phase of Irrigation. 

Let me but add in conclusion, that 
the "dark ages" when irrigation was 
regarded purely and simply as a means 
to reclaim desert areas, have long ago 
passed Into oblivion. The new agrL 
cultural demands the same degree of 
certainty In forecasting results as is 
demanded in all other lines of produc- 
tion. Irrigation makes this a prac-, 
tlcnl possibility. Tho arch enemy of 
the farmer in every portion of the civ- 
ilized globe is drouth. This is true in 
humid sections as well as in the drier 
belts. What would become of the 
gardens, lawns and trees in our cities 
In the cast as well as in the west with- 
out an artificial water supply? What 
is good for tlie lawn is equally good 
for the farm. Irrigation farming is 
advanced agriculture, It is more. Ir- 
rigation farming is business farming 
and those sections of our great west 
that are favored with an abundant 
water supply available for Irrigation 
ought to utilize every gallon thereof as 
speedily as possible and should never 
cease to praise God Almighty for His 
bountiful gift.

OCHRE IN SASKATCHEWAN. 

Is Deposited in Almost Unlimited 
Quantities. 

Saskatoon, Sask., July 10. — At Luke 
Lake, a place about thirty miles west 
of the south elbow, and sixty miles 
from here, has been located ochre, de- 
posited In what seems almost unlim- 
ited quantities. Mr. Argall, mining 
engineer, of Quebec, a man familiar 
with ochre mines particularly, has re- 
turned from Luke Lake after a close 
examination. He takes back with him 
samples from the lodes. Incidentally 
the engineer stated that there Is ochre 
to make all colors. He found tho de- 
posits free from grit, and improving 
tho further back it goes, while at tho 
mine over 100 tons of ochre was re- 
moved. The veins were found to 
widen and improve on examination. 
Tho object of the trip was to prove 
the inino, for it had boon examined 
about two years ago. It might be 
mentioned that tlie largest lode of rod 
ochro In English mines is six inches 
wide

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MR. SMITH, M. P., AND BETTER 
TERMS. 

Mr. Ralph Smith, M. P.; favored the 
Colonist on Sunday with a letter in 
which he makes some observations on 
better terms. We hud almost said that 
he defined his position in that letter, 
but .this would harrtly be correct, 
although the Times says he defines 
the position of the Liberals. He ad- 
vanced the following propositions: 

That the claim is being made a 
party Issue. 

That Mr. McBride took a wrong 
course in appealing to the Imperial 
government. 

That the Dominion government first 
suggested to the Conference that Bri- 
tish Columbia oujfht to receive excep- 
tional treatment; and 

That Mr, McBride ought to have 
continued to press the claim before 
the provincial enference. 

The first and third of these pro- 
positions deal with matters of fact; 
the second and fourth are purely 
matters of opinion. 

The first statement' of fact is not 
correct as far as the provincial gov- 
ernment is concerned. Mr. Smith 
was not In Brltish_Colunvbla^durlng 
the late .provincial campaign, and 
therefore he may be excused if lie has 
not kept hlmsert well informed as to 
what transpired on that occasion. If 
he had done so lie would have known 
that as far as "better terms" was dis- 
cussed on tiie government side at that 
time, j/eai care v,;as takeii to avoid 
giving tiie discussion a political com- 
ple::i-n. MX McBride himself was 
initially ccreful in everything he said 
to avii anything which could be con- 
strue^ at an attack upon the Domin- 
ion cVsrnment or the Liberal party. 
On tte other hand the provincial Lib- 
erals rtlE/Ie a direct appeal to the peo- 
J.2 co defeat Mr. McBride because of 
lils attitude on the question, and, in 
one of his speeches Mr. W. W. 13. Me- 
innes went as far as to say that, while 
the Conservatives were In power, the 
province would never receive the con- 
sideration which was its due. If Mr. 
Smith had observed what was 
said hi the Conservative papers after 
the election, he could not have failed 
to notice that while they claimed the 
great government victory was an en- 
dorsement of the .Conservative regime 
in this province, they were careful in 
speaking of the' result as far as it re- 
lated to better terms, to refer to it, not 
as a condemnation of the Liberal min- 
istry or the Liberal party, but as an 
assertion of the justice of the claims 
of the provinces by the people of the 
province. If any political complexion 
was given to the agitation in the legis- 
lature, it was owing to Mr. Macdon- 
ald's injudicious tactics, but we 
frankly say that we do not believe he 
intended to give it any political color. 
Since Mr. Mclirlde's return to ''Lon- 
don the attitude of the Conservative 
papers has been that he has secured an 
open door, and it has been freely con- 
ceded that Mr. Macdonald during the 
late session declared for an open door. 
Necessarily Mr. McBrlde's success is 
to some extent a reflection upon Sir 
YVilfrild Laurler, and is regarded by 
his own friends and supporters as con- 
tributing to his prestige and to the 
strength of the Conservative party in 
this province, hut it does not make the 
issue a political one. The only sug- 
'gestlon that it is being made political 
comes from certain Liberal papers and 
a few gentlemen like Mr. Smith. 
. The second question of fact is quite 
Incorrect, and we are very sure that 
Mr. Smith would not Intentionally 
misrepresent the case, we will only re- 
mind him that Sir Wilfrid Laurler did 
not invite the Conference to consider 
the claims of British Columbia until 
after Mr. McBride had addressed the 
Conference on the subject. Perhaps in 
strict verbal accuracy Mr, Smith's 
statement will stand examination, be- 
cause Mr. McBride did not In his ad- 
dress ask that the Conference might 
take the matter up. He asked for a 
commission of Investigation; but 
speaking broadly the impression which 
Jlr. Smith's language would convey 
to persons not familiar with the facts 
would be erroneous, for It would be 
that British Columbia's claims were 
ilrst mentioned to the. Conference by 
Sir Wilfrid Laurler, whereas in point 
of fact they were first mentioned by 
jlr. McBride. 

Mr. Smith's first expression of opin- 
ion Is, wo think, unsound. He will 
concede that the man on the ground is 
usually better able to decide what 
course is host than the man at a dis- 
tance. It is quite impossible for Mr. 
Smith or any one else to understand 
exactly the nature of the crisis with 
which Mr. McBride had to deal. It may 
bu that K he had remained at the 
Conference and prolonged the discus- 
sion, ho might have had the, allow- 
ance increased by a small sum. We 
have no reason to believe, that he 
could havo done so, but such a con- 
clusion Is supposable. That he could 
have hoped from the conference such a 



lied in accepting seems, in view of 
what the public Know, highly im- 
probable. Thut by remaining unci 
contending for a larger sum, in other 
words by trying to drive as good a 
bargain as he could, lie would have 
estopped the province, from refusing to 
accept what was finally decided upon, 
can hardly be denied. It would have 
been an admission of what British 
Columbia is not prepared to admit, 
namely, that the other provinces have 
a right to lix what shall he regarded 
as just between this province and the 
Dominion. Seeing that to have re- 
mained would have been logically con- 
strued as an admission by Mr. Mc- 
Bride that tiie other provinces .were 
tin; proper and final adjudicators in 
this matter, he took .the only course 
Open to him when lie withdrew from 
the Conference. If his action was, as 
Mr. Smith thinks, sensational, it was 
so because any resolute assertion of 
a principle Is sensational. 

In regard to bis second expres 
slon of opinion we think Mr. Smith 
occupies an untenable position. In 
this connection. some slight reference 
to the history of the case may be of 
advantage. The words "final and un- 
alterable" do not occur in the reso- 
lutions of the provincial conference 
of WOO, nor yet in those, of the con- 
ference of 1902, which the conference 
of 1906 endorsed. They do occur in the 
resolutions of the Conference of 1SS7, 
at which gathering British Columbia 
was not represented. They were men- 
tioned by Sir Wilfrid Laurler in 
acknowledging the resolutions passed 
in October last as being in the opin- 
ion of the government a feature of the 
resolutions of 1887, Which ought to be 
carried into effect; but we do not find 
in the report of the proceedings any 
acceptance of Sir Wilfrid's suggosticm 
by the conference, and it may be ad- 
ded that Sir Wilfrid did not mention 
the matter until after Mr. McBride 
had withdrawn. Therefore, as far as 
the members of the Conference are con- 
cerned, and wore especially so far as 
Mr. McBride Is, concerned, 'the in- 
clusion of those words' in the resolu- 
tion of tiie Canadian parliament was 
neither at the suggestion nor with the 
approval of the representatives of the 
several provinces or any of them. For 
this reason, if for no other. .British 
Columbia was right tn appealing to the 
Imperial government. But there Is in 
addition the inalienable right of peti- 
tion, which neither all the provinces, 
nor a majority of them nor the Do- 
minion government can take away 
from any individual or province; in the 
British Empire. Mr. Smith thinks Mr. 
McBride should have continued to 
press our claims up en those constitu- 
tionally responsible. He went to Lon- 
don to secure the right to do so, and 
he succeeded. 



THE "ALL-RED" ROUTE 

Rumors have come across the At- 
lantic and across the Continent ad- 
verse to the "All-Red" project, but 
reports of a favorable character have 
not been equally successful In making 
the journey. The following dispatch 
got as fat- as Winnipeg: 

London, July 18.— The "All-Red route" 
government committee have still fur- 
ther evidence to take from Canada, 
and has not yet heard the Australian 
witnesses; their enquiry is not nearly 
concluded : 

Canadian Associated Press inter- 
viewed Hon. Lloyd-George, president 
of the board of trade, in reference to 
the rumors that the government com- 
mittee has decided against the "all 
red route," pointing out the great con- 
cern fell In Canada at the report. Hon. 
Lloyd- George assured the Canada As- 
sociated Press that there is no foun- 
dation for tiie rumor. 

The Chronicle says the persistent 
rumors regarding the "till red route," 
are inspired by hostile shipping inter- 
ests and adds tho scheme stands on 
an entirely different footing from the 
Canard precedent, which only gives a 
quicker service on extravagant condi- 
tions between Liverpool and New 
York. ' • 

The Daily Graphic declares that tho 
rumors of the abandonment of the "all 
red route" are a little premature. 

The Standard hinting at the finan- 
cial difficulties in the way of the "all 
red route," asks, is it to go forth to 
the world, that the people of the Uni- 
ted Kingdom are unable to put down 
a few hundred thousands for the pur- 
pose, which is almost universally ap- 
proved and where there is at least a 
fairly good prospect of establishing a 

self-supporting line of British t i- 

munlcatlon. 

The Leader says the more the 
scheme for an "all red route" Is ex- 
amined, the more decisive must be the 
refusal of tho Liberal government to 
bolster up by artificial means for the 
benefit of a few individuals, a route 
inherently inferior to that, which com- 
petition has pronounced the best. 

The Morning Post, referring to the 
rumors regarding tho "all red route" 
sincerely trusts, they are untrue, de- 
claring an unique opportunity will 
have passed away. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says there Is 
no probability that the government's 
decision regarding the "all red route' 
Will be adverse, and declares that 
Campbell-Bannerman has been con- 
verted to the ideas as to an alterna- 
tive to preference. 

A special dispatch to the Montreal 
Star says that the Cobden Club Is out 
against the proposal. That body says 
that It is inadvisable to use money 
lo draw trade away from routes, 
"which nature prescribes as the easi- 
est." This assumes that the present 
routes are naturally the easiest. It 
might not be a bad thing for Sir Wil- 
frid Laurler to exchange that Cobden 
medal of his for a nice, new geography 
and send it: to the Cobden Club. Per- 
haps the members might be able to 
gather from it that the Canadian 
routes are naturally the easiest, and 
that what has to be overcome is simply 
the influence of vested Interests In 
keeping trade in the more difficult 
channels. 

Tho Montreal Star had a telegram 
on the 17th Inst., that is the day be- 
fore tho dispatch above quoted which 
wo give, although it is not borne out 
by the later news from London, Our 
aim Is to let Colonist readers know. 



being said in the capital of the Em- 
pire about this very important pro- 
ject. The dispatch says: 

Quicky following tho Cobden Club's 
attack on the All-Red project and the 
strenuous opposition of the extreme 
free trade group In tho Commons It was 
announced today in tho chief minis- 
terial organ, the Westminster Gazette, 
that the committee of the cabinet, con- 
sisting of Messrs. Lloyd-George, Syd- 
ney Buxton, Walter Runclman and 
Winston Churchill, litis decided against 
the British subsidy, for which Sir Wil- 
frid Laurler asked, chiefly on the 
ground of cost. It has been obvious 
for past weeks that Mr. Lloyd-George's 
friendly attitude towards tiie proposal 
could only be put Into action after a 
stiff fight between Ministerialists, both 
In the Cabinet, Parliament and in the 
press. 

Thus last night the London Star, 
which especially represents militant 
radicalism, .snld: 'Sir Wilfrid Laurler's 
proposal Involves a shipping bounty 
pure and simple. We are asked to pro- 
tect certain traders against competi- 
tion, if wo consent how can wo re- 
ruse similar privileges to other trad- 
ers? The truth Is the All-Red route 
is a slippery slope for the feet of a 
freo trade government. We should 
open a door to a whole horde bt pro- 
tectionists clamoring for their share 
of the spoil," 

Questioning a high Canadian auth 
ority today on the above I received the 
following reply: "Of course this may 
not be the end of the matter. A Cana- 
dian Prime Minister who. as in the 
case of the British North America 
bill, is able to make a British cabinet 
turn down Its own Winston Churchill, 
and Churchill's pledges to a provincial 
Prime Minister, may find some means 
of securing a British subsidy for an 
All- Red project." 

Meanwhile the Cobden club and frei 
trade radicals are jubilant over the 
defeat of the plan which would, they 
say, have diverted to imperialism some 
of the money so sorely needed for old 
age pensions, and other ameliorative 
social reforms. The Unionists, on the 
other hand, say the decision is only a 
fresh illustration of the fact that fis- 
cal changes are absolutely necessary 
IT Britain is to find the money needed 
to fulfill her part as the predominant 
partner in a great Empire. 

IRRIGATION 

There will be only one opinion as 
to tho wisdom of the determination 
of the provincial government to em- 
ploy an expert to investigate the mat- 
ters involved in the adoption of a 
general irrigation policy for this prov- 
ince. Until Professor Carpenter, who 
has been employed for that purpose, 
makes his report, It would be prema- 
ture for any one, not. familiar with 
the subject matter to venture an opin- 
ion as to what ought to be done. The 
Colonist takes some satisfaction from 
the fact that it was in Its columns that 
the proposal that the government 
should take up this matter was first 
made. Mr. Macdonald, in his mani- 
festo to the electors last fall, adopted 
tho Colonist's suggestion although 
without mentioning this paper, but it 
had already received the favorable 
Consideration of the government, which 
Is ever on the alert to devise new 
means of advancing the welfare of 
tho province. Mr. McBride and his 
colleagues have no intention of rest- 
ing content with having brought order 
out of chaos .In the finances of the 
province, are full of promise of what 
of British Columbia upon the Domln- 
>n. They recognize 'that the people 
f British Columbia expect an aggres- 
lve as well as a progressive policy, 
and will not disappoint them. 

The admirable results, that have fol- 
ved from the limited amount of ir- 
rigation heretofore attempted In this 
province, are full of promise of what 
may be expected when a larger system 
has been inaugurated. We have seen 
that a large population can be sup- 
ported on a small area properly Ir- 
ated; In other words Irrigation 
means intense farming, and Intense 
farming means a dense rural popula- 
tion, and a dense rural population 
means the highest educational and 
ocial conditions.

THE COAL SUPPLY 

Fear is expressed in some quarters 
that there may be a shortage of coal 
next winter on the Coast, and in con- 
nection with tliis the fact is mentioned 
that there Is abundant coal mined for 
local purposes, but most of it is sent 
away, It is not easy to see how the 
mine owners can be 'prevented from 
exporting .coal, and an abolition of the 
duty would not help the local situa- 
tion any, for the very excellent, reason 
that the output of the Washington 
mines is not equal to what the market 
there demands. The- simple truth of 
the matter Is that the coal output has 
not Increased in proportion with the 
demand, A few years ago, we were 
all speculating upon the possible fea- 
ture of our coal mines in view of the 
use of fuel oil; we began worrying 
a little too soon. The business of prod- 
ucing coal never was as healthy as it 
Is at present. 

While to a certain extent coal mining 
is a monopoly, no one or more con- 
cerns have a monopoly of the coal 
In the province, and it seems to the 
Colonist that, Instead of lamenting that 
there is a shortage of this necessary 
fuel, the enterprising people of the 
British Columbia cities ought to go 
Into the business of mining coal. 
There are known deposits unutilized 
and there Is plenty of money in the 
country. Why does not some enter- 
prising man get tho two together?

SPIRIT OF THE PRESS 



The Minority View 

Hon. Richard McBride, premier of 
British Columbia', Is back. In his native 
province after the. perMSmance ot a 
duty laid upon him by tlW people of the 
province, who were unanimous as to 
tin' mil In purpose if divided as to means 
and methods. Everywhere his reception 
bus been enthusiastic. Liberals uniting 
with Conservatives to do honor to the 
representative of British Columbia who 
has accomplished so sucessfully an Im- 
portant task and secured the establish- 
ment of a most Important precedent as 
a part of the unwritten constitution of 
the British-Empire, namely that minor- 
ities in self-governing colonies, however 
small numerically, have a right to have 
their contentions heard and considered 
by the colonic l department of the Bri- 
tish goverimu it. 

Hut there are some quarters In which 
such a spirit as that displayed generally 
by the Liberals of the Coast cities was 
not to be look, d for. Even over a 
despatch which specifically reports that 
there was nothing partisan about the 
reception tendered by the citizens of 
Vancouver, the Dally News places In 
cheap sarcasm the heading "Hero Mc- 
Bride."

Japanese Immigration 

Japanese Immigrants are arriving in 
British Columbia In such large numbers 
as to cause concern in tile minds even 
of people who are nut prejudiced 
against Asiatics. For the most part the 
newcomers are persons from the Ha- 
waiian Islands, from which possessions 
of the United States an exodus of Ja- 
panese seems to have started in con- 
sequence of the I difference that has 
sprung up between the two countries 
over the action of the San Francisco 
school authorities.: . It will be recalled 
that some years' ago the influx of Ja- 
panese into the Hawaiian islands was 
of such volume as to give rise to some, 
uneasiness on the. part of the United 
.States. 

Nobody will prtend that it is neces- 
sary for tiie welfare of this country; 
that the immigration of any trans-Pa- 
cific people should be unrestricted. We 
do not admit Indiscriminately people of 
the same great division of the human I 
family as that to which we ourselves I 
belong, and there is no reason why spe- 
dully selective tests should not bo i 
orcscrlbed and applied for the regulat- 
ing of the Immigration of people eth- 1 
nlcallv so unlike us as are the Chinese | 
and the Japanese. Chinese Immigrants | 
are required to pay a poll tax of $600, 
but tho paving of that Impost should 
be only a partial test of their eligible- 
ness. There should be some means of 
ascertaining their record at home, so ns 
to exclude them If they are ex-convlcts, 
gamblers, ooium eaters, or any other 
class of bad characters. I.Ike evidence 
of past ami good conduct and of en- 1 
pacltv and willingness to engage In 
nroductivo labor should be required 
from Japanese immigrants, who nlso 
should have money enough to keep them- 
selves a least, a month from the date 
of landing. It Is very possible that 
even with these limitations the Inflow 
of Japanese might become excessive. 
British Columbia lias but a small popu- 
lation. In hw two or three hundred 
thousand people an infusion of Japan- 
ese, Chinese and Sikhs could soon be- 
come large enough to be conspicuous and 
to tell adversely upon white immigra- 
tion. If cheap labor throngs In from 
tho Orient through the Pacific ports, 
efficient labor from the Mother Country 
and from Europe will not pour in, as 
tne British Columbiana desire, across 
the Rocky Mountains. Population is the 
great need of the province and the 
Increase of Immigration Is the main 
object of the McBride Oovernment's 
policy. But It is the Government's de- 
sire to have the province settled, not 
with yellow and brown people, but with 
Caucasians, and especially with RritMi- 
born and English-speaking people. The 
taking of reasoable precautions to pre- 
vent the Japanese .dement In Prltlsh 
Columbia's population becoming dispro- 
portionately large could not cause of- 
fence to the Mikado's Government. The 
treaty leaves both parties a free hand 
In the matter of Immigration laws. The 
Dominion Government, to whom the 
duty of regulating Immigration per- 
tains, should take cognizance of 
situation in British ColuniMa, 
should see that there Is no laxnci 
the administration of the Immlrr 
Act on that coast. For many years the 
province has endeavored by means of 
legislation of its own to keep itself a 
white man's country, but the Llouton- 
ant-fiovernr's assent lias usually been 
reserved, or til" measures passed have 
been disallowed, nightly enough the 
Ottawa government was desirous of 
showing respect to the Japanese Gov- 
ernment and to do nothing out of keep- 
ing with the good relations between Bri- 
tain and Janan. Willi* provincial laws 
for tin- exclusion of .fananese laborers 
go too far, the Dominion Government's, 
regulation of Japanese Immigration does I 
not go far ortpugll. In these prosperous 
times immigrants from beyond the Pa- 
cific come to Canada as do immigrants 
from beyond tile Atlantic. It Is ma- 
terial that British Columbia be not in- 
undated by a wave of Asiatic Immigra- 
tion. 

There mlellt very naturally develop 
such a sltoiitlon In British Columbia as 
that In California, which at the present 
time Is embarrassing the relations be- 
tween Japan and tin' Unlt-d Sf>t"s. If 
Dominion Government Is not now 
attentive to its dutv In the Federal mat- 
of refrnlatlnsr the Immlgrat'on of 
Japanese, it may some day be called up- 
on by Japan to coerce- H r 't i.sh C'd'ouHi 
in respect to some purely provincial 
matter. Cure now may prevent trouble 
Inter. Th" Japanese are admirable peo- 
ple, hut there should be a limit to the 
number of them annually admitted In a 
country of Canada's small population, 
and especially to a province of Canada 
so sparsely peopled as British Colum- 
bia, — Toronto Mail and Empire

"If we don't gel ties very soon," he 
said, "the G.T.P. may have to quit 
work for a time. At present thou- 
sands of ties are being consumed 
dally and there are no more ready, i 
The supply on hand will not last very 
much longer, but I hope to get all I 
want in British Columbia, no matter 
what the cost will be."

Offers Splendid Prospects for Settlers 
— Market Close at Hand 

Some of tho land seekers who are 
coming into tho country to locate pub- 
lic lands made available for agricul- 
ture by the construction of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific should turn their at- 
tention to Bear River valley, wjjoro 
there is an excellent opening for a. 
limited number of ranchers, says tho 
Ashcroft Journal. ..An eurlUeen. ■ inilc- 
longth of this valley, that is, from 
Bear Lake — Where two ranches were 
located the other day — to IS Mile 
creek is practically clear of timber, 
'has a very fertile soil and climate! 
and situation very favorable for stock 
raising, grain and vegetables. There 
are numerous meadows, from 10 to 
300 acres in extent ready for the plow 
and with yrass waist high. 

From IS Mile creek down stream, 
Bear River valley is densely forested 
and that portion of tho valley, as well 
as 27 square miles around the lakes 
near the head of Bear River, has 
heen located for timber limits during 
the last few months. On the comple- 
tion of the Grand Trunk Pacific when 
tho timber begins to be logged -off and 
turned into lumber, Bear River ranch- 
ers will have a market practically at 
their doors for all they can raise. In 
tho meantime tho Barkerville vicinity 
with its mines affords an immediate 
market at most attractive prices. 

Wholesale prices at Barkerville for 
farm products are as follows: Pota- 
toes, 3 to 3 1-2 cents per pound; car- 
rots and turnips tho same; cabbage, 
6 cents per pound; onions, S to 10 
cents per pound; oats, 4 tn 5 cents 
per pound; timothy hay, $55 to $85 
per ton; eggs, 60 to 75 cents per doz- 
en. Prime steers on the hoof are 
worth J50 in Barkerville or Van 
Winkle and those towns consume 300 
head per annum besides pork and 
mutton of which not much is eaten 
because little of those meats aro In 
the market The beef eaten in Bar- 
kerville is grown 200 miles distant, 
whereas a Bear River rancher \\*mld 
bo only 20 or 30 miles distant. Even 
if the government should not widen 
the present Bear River trail to a 
wagon-road for three or four years 
yet, still a rancher should bo able to 
make ha-ndsomc profit by bringing his 
produce to market on pack-horses. 
Bfit If ho wants to make a living dead 
easy lie can raise cattle and horses 
by cutting enough wild hay to winter 
them. 

In the region referred to there Is 
abundance of fish in the streams, 
plenty of moose, caribou and deer on 
the hills, and a number of kinds of 
rdlblo wild berries in summer. There 
Is a strong probability that Cariboo 
will be penetrated by another road 
than the Grand Trunk Pacific. Mr. D.

JOHNSTON IS ACQUITTED 

No Caso Against Gr/fcat Northern Rail- 
way Assistant Paymaster 

Vancouver, July 22.— -R. C. Johns- 
ton, the Great Northern Railway as- 
sistant ro'admastor for the Everett- 
Vancouver division, was acquitted In 
the County Court by Judge Cane. 
Johnston was charged with conspir- 
acy to defraud tho company by pad- 
ding tho pay lists and himself ab- 
stracting money for work alleged to 
have been dono by Chinamen, but 
which was really never performed. 

Judge Cane held that the only wit- 
ness for the crown was Tlerney, the 
local section foreman, who claimed 
himself to have been a party to the 
conspiracy, but he could not believe 
his evidence, and as it was uncorro- 
borated, ho dismissed the charge.

Iron Deposit Being Developed — Work 
on Other Properties 

Vancouver, July 22— "Tho Iron mine 
In the southwest of Texada Island Is 
being developed by James A. Moore, a 
Seattle capitalist," said A. Grant, 
manager of tho Marble Bay mines, 
also on tho island.

Atflast night's meeting of tho coun- 
cil of the municipality of Oak Bay held 
in Foul Pay schoolhouse, Councillor 
Rattenbury gave tho following notice 
of motion: 

"1. That tho question of time over 
which payments shall bo extender; on 
works of local improvements on streets 
aiready registered in tho municipality 
be considered and definitely fixed. 

2. Also that the approval of tho 
council shall not bo finally granted to 
new streets on new sub-divisions until 
the said streets are graded according 
to tho specifications and approval of 
tho council and tho engineer." 

The motion arose from ii discussion 
on a report from the engineer giving 
tho estimated cost of grading now 
streets. Theso were Wllmot place, 
$li,l(>5 ; Newport street extension, $1)30; 
Long Branch avenue, ?400; street be- 
tween blocks K and L, $325; Orchard 
street, 650; Dean street, $835. In ad- 
dition 175 feet of piping would havo to 
be laid on Orchard street. 

Mr. Rattenbury suggested that tho 
work bo done on the local Improve- 
ment plan and th« payments extend- 
ed over a period of live years instead 
of twenty years as now.

Tlie funeral of the late Alexander 
Adam took plaeo yesterday afternoon 
from tho family residence, corner or 
Stanley avenue and Cadboro Bay 
road at 2 p. 111., where service was 
conducted by the Rev. 1). McRae. There 
was a very large attendance of friends 
including a delegation from the 
Knights of the Maeabeos. Many beau- 
tiful floral emblems were laid en the 
coffin. The following acted as pall- 
bearers: A. G. Robertson, R. A. An- 
derson,- James Tagg, H. Gibson and J. 
S. Byron and W. J. Cave. 



"Found drowned with evidence of 
suicide," was tho verdict of tho cor 
oner's jury In the inquest held yes- 
terday morning upon the body of Jane 
Lawley, the nurse who was found dead 
on tho beach near Clover Point last 
Friday. The movements of tho nurse 
wero traced from her boarding house 
on Mason street to tho rifle ranges 
where she was last seen alive about 
7 o'clock Thursday evening. No evi- 
dence was adduced to show that tho 
deceased was at all unbalanced and 
the reason for the rash act, if suicide 
it was, is quite ' unknown. , . 

Tho evidence of a number Df wit- 
nesses was received by tho court in 
session In the police' court. 

E. A. Harris was the first witness. 
Ho stated that at 0.45 p. m. or. Thurs- 
day evening ho bad seen a woman In 
nurse's uniform and answering to the 
description of the deceased on the 
beach opposite tho little bay near tho 
rifle ranges. 

Phil R Smith, while driving along 
tho Dallas road on Thursday evenlag 
before 7 o'clock had seen a 
woman whoso body he had since re- 
cognized. She was carrying a valise 
about tho same size as the bag pro- 
duced in court and found at the top 
of the cliff. She had crossed from 
tho 600 yard range to the fence sur- 
rounding tho enclosure and the last 
seen of her she was climbing the stile. 

William Cox, a corporation laborer, 
deposed to finding the body. On Fri- 
day In company with a workman 
named John Smith he had been cut- 
ting brush along the Dallas road. They 
had gone to a bench near the cliff 
to cat their lunch. He had noticed 
What he at first thought was a bundle 
of clothing lying near tho water on 
the beach. Descending they had found 
tho body of a woman. It was lying 
about nine foot above the water. Tho 
tide was half turned. 

In reply to a question from Chief 
of Polico Langley, tho witness stated 
that the body had every appearance 
of having been washed up on the 
beach. 

James Palmer, polico constable, stat- 
ed that at 12.15 Friday afternoon he 
had accompanied W. B. Smith, the un- 
dertaker, to tho beach opposite the 
rlflo ranges in response to a telephone 
message from Patrol Driver Jones. 
While descending the bank to tiie 
beach he had found the hat and basket 
valise found in court. Examining the 
valise he found it to contain a few 
articles of wearing apparel, a purse 
containing ?S.85 and a case containing 
a number of cards. 

Proceeding to the beach be saw de- 
ceased lying behind a log, the right 
hand extending towards the water Her 
.eyes were wide open and the skirts 
wero covered with sand. The general 
appearance was as if the body had 
been washed up by the tide. It was 
four feet within high wate.r mark'. Pin- 
ned to her breast was a watch, the 
hands of which had stopped at 12.15. 

In reply to a question put by the 
chief of police, the witness stated that 
tho hatpins had been carefully re- 
placed in the hat ami the latter looked 
as if It had been put aside by the de- 
ceased carefully. 

A. Wl Knight stated that tho de- 
ceased had boarded at his residence 
for some time prior to her going to 
tho hospital. He believed that she 
had come from Ktoekton-on-Tecs, or 
Bradford, England. The woman had 
appeared to be perfectly sane, but slit- 
bad been very reticent regarding her 
own affairs. She would often remain 
in her room for a day at a tunc, not 
coming down for meals. 

Miss Amelia Davies, 22 Mason street, 
stated tiiat the deceased had boarded 
with her for the past two weeks. She 
had never appeared eccentric or at all 
strange in her manner. On Thursday 
last she had left the house between 
ind 3 p. in. to go out on a case. 
Miss Davies had walked with her to 
the corner of Vancouver and Quadra 
streets She had appeared to be in 
excellent health. On leaving her the 
deceased had walked on down Van- 
couver street, taking the right hand 
side. Miss Davies identified the hat, 
valise and watch as those of tho de- 
ceased. , 

Dr. George Hall had made a post 
mortem examination of the body. -All 
the organs appeared healthy and be- 
yond a few superficial cuts on tho face 
and neck, there were no wounds ap- 
parent. In the stomach there was a 
quantity of sea water and particles of 
sea weed. A frothy fluid was found 
in the lungs. There, was no evidence 
of any poison apparent either intern- 
ally or externally. He believed that 
death was due to asphyxia, caused by 
drowning. 

Coroner Hart pointed out to the Jury 
that the evidence in the case pointed 
to tlie deceased's having committed 
suicide and then the jury were left to 
deliberate upon their verdict. After 
a minute's consideration they rctur 
their verdict as above.

Tho Simllkameen country, like other 
parts of the province, is enjoying a 
period of remarkable prosperity and 
development. Hon. Edgar Dewdney, 
who knows tho district well and who 
returned yesterday from a visit to 
Hedley, Princeton and other points in 
that section. In conversation with a 
reporter for tho Colonist yesterday 
he said: 

"Things are better now In the Sim- 
ilkameen than 1 have ever seen them, 
much better than when I was last there 
a little over a .year ago. There is a 
great deal of development work go- 
ing on in tiie mines and the results 
aro generally most encouraging The 
district is arousing the interest of out- 
side capital, and there are more en- 
gineers and mining men in the coun- 
try looking for Investment than ever 
before In its history. 

"The properties on Bear Creek, a 
tributary to the Tulameen river, aro 
looking particularly well and are be- 
ing developed by considerable forces 
of men. The Bear Creek mines pro- 
duce gold and copper. 

"The coal areas also exhibit con- 
siderable activity. -\t Granite crook 
an 11 loot seam of high grade bitu- 
minous coal Is being developed, and 
measures carrying coal of an equally 
high grade aro being worked at Col- 
lins Gulch. 

"The Nicola Valley Coal company 
has seventy men at work', and as soon 
as the C. P. R. spur is completed to 
their mines they intend to begin ship- 
ping twenty cars of coal per day. 

"At Princeton the Vermillion 'foal 
company has driven -its Inclined shaft 
150 to 200 feet and has established 
connection with the vortical shaft 
previously sunk. They are now de- 
veloping a njhe foot seam of coal and 
expect to start shipping as soon as 
tho railroad reaches them, which will 
not be later than this time next year. 

"The C. P. R.'s new line from Spou- 
se's bridge to Nicola lake is in opera- 
tion nnd is doing good business, hut 
there Is no now construction work ac- 
tually under way now owing to tho 
shortage of labor. Apart from the 
general situation the labor shortage 
Is locally aggravated by the fact that 
harvesting operations nre now In full 
swing on both sides of the inc. The 
farmers were offering haymakers $3 
a day recently In Princeton. When the 
harvest is over, however, it Is expected 
that construction work will resume. 

"In the meantime the Great North- 
ern is busied over Its permanent Im- 
provements at Keremeos, building sta- 
''ni houses, constructing and extend- 
ing their yards, etc 

"Altogether the SlmUlkarrieen Is very 
prosperous J"«>i "O"' "Mfi overdone 
" ind confident of the future. Even 
tho stock raisers are haying n good 
year. I have not seen such bunch 
grass there in fifty years."

Capt. J. H. R." Yardley, representing 
the Marconi Wireless Telegraph Com 
pany of Canada on this, coast, In an 
interview with a representative for 
tho Colonist yesterday outlined the 
position of his company In connection 
with the federal government. He 
said: "With reference to tlie Hon. 
William Templeman's statement that 
the Marconi Company was claiming a 
monopoly of wireless telegraphy busl 
ness in Canada, I see In a copy of tho 
contract between ourselves and 1 
government, dated 1904, the following 
express stipulation.: "Neither tills 
contract, nor any heretofore entered 
Into, shall be construed as giving to 
the Marconi company an exclusive 
license, for wireless telegraphy In Can- 
ada or n'ny part thereof. This clearly 
shows that if the minister Is correctly 
reported he is seemingly endeavoring 
to inflame public opinion against our 
company. 

"What we do claim Is that tho Can- 
adian government has conferred pa- 
tents en us, and Is not at liberty to 
violate them, unless they arc proved 
to bo invalid. Further, wo claim that 
the government at the time, 1902, re 
cognising this principal, and knowing 
Mr. Marconi to be the inventor (other 
so-called systems not then being 
known), Invited him by cable to come 
to Canada for the purpose of con- 
cluding arrangements for tlie use of 
ills inventions. A contract was made 
in 1902, under the terms of which the 
government is adequately protected. 
It secured the right to the use of our 
apparatus and patents without royalty, 
but gives us tlie option, being a tele- 
graph company, of erecting any sta- 
tions tho government may require, free 
of cost to the government If we desire 
to do so. 

"Until about the beginning of this 
year, this interpretation of tho con- 
tract has been recognised by the 
authorities and we have concluded 
several other contracts, based on the 
contract of 1902, for the Installation 
of stations mentioned therein. With- 
out any warning the government has 
now taken upon Itself to change this 
policy and, after attempting to de- 
prive our shareholders, about 20,000 in 
number, of their patents and rights, 
and depriving our factory of Its means 
of livelihood, for the benefit of foreign 
manufacturers, is now apparently try- 
ing to justify its action by a state- 
ment which they must know to be in- 
accurate. 

"Hon. Mr. Templeman's remarks 
concerni'iig tho matter of the licenses 
can be dismissed in a few words. Hav- 
ing decided to erect tho foreign ap- 
paratus at the shore station, against 
tho desire of ail the Canadian users, 
on the west coast of tlie Dominion, it 
became necessary for the government 
to break down our opposition, and the 
opposition of owners of vessels' equip- 
ped with our system. For that pur- 
pose an instrument was drawn up In 
the forrh' of; a license, without -which 
we cannot operate our apparatus on 
tlie C. I 5 . R. or other vessels. The 
provisions of this are too lengthy to 
quote, but they provide In effect that 
J in exchange for permission to oper- 
ate wireless on vessels on this coast 
wo must grant the government our 
permission to own nnd operate the 
shore stations, In violation of our pa- 
tents and contracts and without com- 
pensation. 

"Tho. legitimate function of a 
license Is to regulate wireless tele- 
graphy. It seems to me the minister 
Is now using it as means to force 
from us an advantage to tlie govern- 
ment. If we accept the license we 
are informed by counsel that we there- 
by render our patents nnd contracts 
worthless, and if we do not accejtt we 
can-not equip the vessels. Such action 
would make it impossible for us to 
live. It seems that the government is 
making a situation which lias for its 
object the prevention of our doing

business on this coast. 

"Our company is a Canadian com- 
pany, with Canadian shareholders, a 
Canadian factory, and a Canadian 
charter and having contracts with 
Canadian users of our apparatus, for 
the development of the country and 
the safety of -navigation, and wo are 
now being deprived by a Canadian 
minister of our right to exist. 

"The Marconi company lias applied 
to the department for permission to 
equip the vessel's without imposing on 
us the restretions of a license, at least 
until the action we are tailing against 
the government Is settled. The de- 
partment has declined, and we arc 
now prepared to make an offer to 
equip the vessels immediately under 
the same terms as those under which 
we work British vessels by agreement 
with '.ho Prltish government, with 
one added provision only, namely, to 
tho erfect that such agreement shall 
not prejudice our rights in the action 
wo. are now taking against the gov- 
ernment; that is to say, on the same 
terms as we are licensed to work the 
Allan, C. P. R. Atlantic nnd the Do- 
minion liners, and hundreds of others 
all over the world? We do not, how- 
ever, anticipate that this proposal, em- 
inently fair as It must appear to any 
reasonable person, will be accepted 
unless the weight of public opinion 
could bo brought to bear. 

"In Hon. Mr. Templeman's letter to 
Mr. Oppe, general manager of the 
Marconi company, he stated that In 
his opinion, wireless telegraphy should 
bo owned and operated by the govern- 
ment, and It is evident that he Is de- 
termined to achieve this result arbi- 
trarily."

I submit the 
question, as it is to rile, a father, a mat- 
ter of vital importance, that my chil- 
dren should have fairly good milk in- 
stead of the bluey-whlte concoction they 
are loo often compelled to put up with, 
in order that the pampered tourist 
should have a good supply of ice cream, 
thereby bringing double "grist to the 
mill" of the men who have recently 
combined to raise the price of milk.

xiy .1 vote of thirteen to. ten a meet- 
ing of the ratepayers of Victoria West 
last evening endorsed tho decision of 
the school board to go ahead with tho 
construction of the new school on the 
Bite of the present ione. A resolution 
to that effect was passed after, the de- 
feat ' of another asking the board to 
defer action until after the arrival of 
Hon William Templeman, when It 
would be known what might be ex- 
pected in the way of a site on tho 
Indian reserve. East evening's ac- 
tion reverses the stand on the question 
taken a week ugo tonight. Chairman 
Jay, of I he board of trustees, was 
present and set forth the board's posi- 
tion in the matter. There were about 
two dozen people present'. 

The meeting was called to order 
about S.30 by Phil R. Smith, who asked 
S. ,M, Okell to take tile chair. . The 
minutes. of the last' meeting were, read 
and approved, after which Mr. Smith, 
read a letter from DV H. Eaton, secre- 
tary of the school board, saying, on 
behalf of the board, that they regret- 
ted they could not "see" their way clear 
to comply wiili the recommendation 
of the last meeting that the matter of 
tho erection of the new school be de- 
layed until such time as Mr. Temple- 
man had arrived, especially as there 
was no place on the reserve that would 
in any case be suitable for ti site for 
the erection of a school. No good 
purpose could, therefore, be served by 
delaying the matter as asked. 

T. F. Gould; said that according to 
the letter there Was no use doing any- 
thing further la the matter and moved 
that the communication be laid .on the 
table in tlie meantime. 

Mr. Smith. said that lie had attempt- 
ed to communicate with R. E. Drury 
but '.had found that that gentleman 
would -not be . inl the city before 11 
o'clock. lie had telephoned John 
Nelson, of the Times, however, and 
from him had received the informa- 
tion rliat Mr. Templeman would arrive 
in Victoria within ten or twelve days, 
lie felt that the ratepayers had been 
slighted by the trustees in that they 
had paid no attention to the resolu- 
tion passed at the last meeting. It 
was strange that those who, in private 
conversation, had most to say about 
this matter would not turn out to the 
meetings. If they had done so per- 
haps more attention would have been 
paid to the resolutions passed. The 
last meeting had asked for a delay of 
00 days, which the board had refused 
but liu thought there could be no ob- 
jection of ten or twelve days delay. 
On. Mr. Templeman's arrival it would 
be known whetlier there was any hope 
of securing a site on tho reserve, and 
If there was not the people would have 
to . be satisfied with the other, and all 
would be well, There had been some 
criticism, of-, the board's action in in- 
stalling plumbing in.' the old school, 
which took as an intimation that they 
had made up their mind to go ahead 
with the erection of the . new .building 
on tjio old site at -any cost. Personally 
I16 did - :' riot take much stock in this, 
because even if ;. they sold this prop- 
erty tho plumbing' would enhance its 
value. In reply to a question, Mr. Smith 
said, that there were several alterna- 
tive propositions for getting a site on 
the reserve, even if the original one 
did not go through. He was not, 
however, at liberty to disclose their 
nature. If private corporations could 
secure concessions there ho did not 
see why public ones could not do the 
same. 

J. W Gidley pointed out that none 
had been secured there in recent years. 
The only one there now was the ship 
ways and thev had been there for years 
and years. Mr. Pendray had not been 
able to secure a site for. his soap works 
there for any consideration. 

Voice — When you wanted a 9!) year 
lease of ground for a school site what 
did the Indians say? 

J. T. Burrows questioned Mr. Tem- 
pleman's power to grant a site on tho 
reserve for school purposes even if the 
whole difficulty were settled. 

George Jay, chairman of the school 
hoard, was then called upon. On this 
question, he said, they had the board's 
reply before them. Personally, after 
seven years on the school board, the 
matter of the site for the Victoria 
West, school had got onto his nerves, 
as he thought it had also on those of 
j other people. At the time of the 
I meeting which he had attended some 
two months ago he had been in favor 
I of the reserve site, but since then ho 
had gone over the whole district and 
had come to the conclusion that there 
was no place on the reserve that would 
be suitable for a site for the school. 
Beyond tbis no portion of the reserve 
would furnish a central site. The 
reason, as Trustee Riddell had told. j 
them at the last meeting, that the 
reason for rushing the work was that 
tho prices of material and labor had 
gone up and were still soaring-. As 
for tlie plumbing, it had been In- 
stalled as a temporary measure. Tho 
old school would, in any ease, have to 
bo used for another year and the. 
health of the children attending it ab- 
solutely demanded that these improve-.! 
meats be installed at once. It tho 
new school were erected on the site 
of tlie old these improvements con- 
tinue to be used. When all was said 
and done the present was not at all 
a bad site, especially as they Intended 
to take full advantage of all natural 
conditions to give the most room pos- 
sible for play ground purposes 

Some dismission followed in which 
Mr. Jay was asked several questions 
about the board's Intention, to which 
he replied that so far as lie knew It 
had been finally decided to build on 
the pr'esent location. 

W. I'. Hogan then moved, seconded 
by J. W. Gidley, "that this meeting 
endorse tlie action of the school board." 

T. F, Gould moved In amendment, 
seconded by ( '.. G. Carey, "that the 
erection of the school he left in abey- 
ance until Mr. Templeman's arrival." 

Speaking to the amendment Mr. 
Smith expressed the opinion that a 
good site could be secured on the In- 
dian reserve If the difficulty with tho 
Indians was straightened out. He ap- 
pealed lo them to statu! by the resolu- 
tion passed at the last meeting. If 
they did not they would give the peo- 
ple of the rest of the city an oppor- 
tunity to say they did not know what 
they wanted. 

Mr. Hogan — What was the meeting 
called for then? 

Tho amendment was then put and 
lost by a vote of seven to eleven anil 
tho main motion endorsing tlie action 
of the trustees was then carried by 
IS to 10, 1 

A resolution was then passed dis- 
charging the committee appointed a 
week ago to wait before tho school 
board and Hon. Mr. Templeman rela- 



tive to securing a school site on the 
reserve. 

The chairman briefly thanked Mr, 
Jay for his attendance, after which tho 
meeting adjourned,

Local Government's Legislation in Fa- 
vor of Small Property Owners 
Upheld in London 



Tho provincial government's fight 
on behalf of the settlers 011 the E. & N. 
land belt on Vancouver Island has ter- 
minated successfully for the settlers. 
The decision of the privy council as 
announced in a cable received by the 
premier yesterday, give's the settlers 
the coal rights .which have 1 so long 
been tlie subject of litigation. 

Under the Vancouver lsand Settlers' 
Bights act passed in 1904, under which 
the case in point was taken the coal 
rights were granted to the settler. The 
act provided that the cost of all actions 
should bo borne by the government. 

Crown grants under the act were 
Issued to the number of BO by the prov- 
incial government and among them, 
one to William McGregor, near Nanai- 
mo. The E. A- N. railway - appealed 
against this action of the government 
and in December 1905, the trial took 
place In this city before Mr| Justice 
Martin. The latter decided in favor 
of McGregor and that the provincial 
parliament was within Its rights in 
passing the act. 

• On appeal to the Full court, the 
latter, consisting of Chief Justice Hun- 
ter, Mr. Justice Duff and Mr. Justice 
Morrison, reversed the Judgment. Tho 
case finally was taken lo the privy 
council which heard the case the first 
week of the present month. Tlie privy 
council has now reversed the ruling 
of the full court and upheld that of 
Mr. Justice Martin. 

The government was represented by 
A. E. McPhllllps, K. G„ If! the first 
hearing and again on the appeal to 
tho full court. Counsel for the crown 
before the privy counsel , instructed by 
Wooton and Goward, Mr. McPhllllps 
having entered the legislature, con- 
sisted of Sir Robert Plnla'y* .Mr. Sim- 
on, M.P., and Hamar Greenwood, M.P.

The sitting of the appeal court set 
for yesterday to hear the appeal on 
behalf of Peter Hansen against Police 
Magistrate Hall's refusal to reserve 
the ca*o against Hansen was adjourn- 
ed sine die on account of tho non-ap- 
pearance of Mr. Justice Martin. 

Chief Justice Hunter and Mr. Jus- 
tlco Irving were in attendance. The 
former announced that the appeal 
could not be proceeded with as Mr. 
Justice Martin was not present to 
make up a quorum. The chief justice 
stated that lie was In receipt of a let- 
ter from Mr. Justice MartinNglvlng as 
his grounds for refusing to attend,'* 
that ho had received no notice to . bo 
present in writing. The court had 
thereupon adjourned until 2.1G p. rri. 
Oa Its reassembling Mr Justice Mar- 
tin did not appear. 

Counsel for Hanson, J. A. Alkman, 
pointed out that as there was no av- 
enue open to him lo secure ball for 
Hansen unless tho court decided that 
the case could be reserved, the appeal 
was a pressing one. He thought that 
the delay should be brought to the 
notice of the proper authorities. 

Chief Justice Hunter pointed out 
that tho appeal could be heard by him- 
self and Mr. Justice Irving should 
counsel consent. A\ r . S. Moresby, for 
the crown, stated that he could not 
agree to- this course. 

Mr. Alkman asked the! chief justice 
if ho would have the matter invest! 
gated. The latter replied that he had 
nothing to say in the matter save that 
Mr. Justice Martin had twice been re 
quested to appear and had refused. 

Counsel for Hansen expressed the 
opinion that In view of the urgency at- 
taching to the appeal, tho refusal of 
Mr. Justice Martin should bo brought 
to the notice of the minister of jus 
tlce. Tho chief justice repeated that 
he could not discuss tlie matter. The 
court stood adjourned until a dato 
could bo fixed for the hearing of the 
case. 

In reply to a further Question of 
counsel, tho chief justice stated that 
tho case might have t,o wait over until 
tho end of tlie month when Mr Jus 
tlco Clement would be in the city. 

In view of the seriousness of tho 
matter, .Mr. Justice Martin was seen 
in this connection. He slated that 
he knew nothing of what had occurred 
in court. Ho refused to express an 
opinion on . tho matter. In view of 
the fact that his letter, to which tho 
chief Justice referred, whicli had been 
sent before the court sat and still re- 
mained unanswered, was being for- 
warded to the government, it would 
lio improper to discuss the question 
pending the action of the executive. 

Being asked for a copy of the let- 
ter he said that, for the same reason 
he did not think that It should bo 
made public, but added that he had 
notified counsel for tho crown and the 
prisoner to appear at his chambers at 
12 o'clock today so' that they, being 
the. parties interested and havhig the 
right to know his exact attitude in the 
matter, could pursue it. 

It Is understood that this occur- 
rence is the culmination of the diffi- 
culties which have arisen on the bench 
since tho recent passing of rule 1043 
of the new supreme rules of 190G, which 
reads as follows: 

"1. It shall be the duty of the chief 
justice, and in case of his absence from 
tho province, or a vacancy in his of- 
fice, then of tho senior puisne judge, 
to arrange and provide for any and all 
sittings of the court, whether civil or 
criminal, regular or special, appellate 
or of first instance, and to assign such 
sittings or any cause, matter or appeal 
to such judge or Judges as may m his 
opinion be necessary or proper, and 
generally to control :,ind direct tho 
buiness of the court, including sittings 
in chambers, and It shall be the duty 
of tlie other judges to hold such sit- 
tings or to hear such cause, matter or 
appeal, or to carry out such directions 
as tho case may be. 

"2. Only those judges shall sit in 
any appeal who are assigned to sit in 
such appeal, and not more than three 
judges shall sit In any appeal unless 
■specially summoned by the chief jus- 
tice of senior puisne judge, as the case 
may be." - 

With these may be contrasted ,the 
English and Ontario judicature acts, 
which manifestly aim at preserving the 
independence of tlie bench. 

Tlie English Judicature act, section 
5, re that high court of justice says: 

"All tho judges of tlie said court 
shall have in all respects, save as in 
this act is otherwise expressly pro- 
vided, equal power, authority and jur- 
isdiction." 

The Ontario Judicature act, section 
3, sub-section 7, says: 

"Save as in this act is otherwise ex- 
pressly provided, all tlie judges herein- 
before mentioned, and their succes- 
sors, shall have In all respects equal 
power, authority ami jurisdiction."- 

Being asked about tho rule referred 
lo above. Mr. Justice Martin declined 
to discuss It, but simply referred to 
his two judgments already delivered 
on the matter in the full court and on 
record in the files of the court in the 
cases of Fernrfu versus tlie Monltor- 
Ajax company and Brico versus C. P. 
R., wherein his views were given of- 
ficially and at length 

It is known that some months since a 
formal complaint was forwarded to 
government regarding the effect and 
operation of the new rules. Since his 
return from England, the premier, who 
is fully alive to tho importance of the 
matter, has taken it up and It is under- 
stood that tho whole question Is to re- 
ceive full and speedy consideration. 

Apparently tho chief point taken in 
the Judgment referred to was that the 
powers of tho court formerly exercised j 
by all five judges had been taken away 
from them and conferred sclelynn the j 
chief Justice, so that' now tlie judges 
Instead of acting on their own Initia- 
tive, founded on their commissions, 
could only act at the pleasure of the 
chief justice. 

An Illustration of the powers con- 
ferred on that official Is given in one 
of the judgments mentioned. It Is 
pointed out that even where tho chief 
justice. Is the judge appealed from In 
a criminal case, he alone could choose 
tho court to hoar the appeal from 
lilir.soir. 

Ono. of the other 1 points taken .was 
that making all the" judges subservi- 
ent to tho chief of police would destroy 
tho Independence of tho bench.

•surety that the work would be com- 
pleted in ;i stated time, say about 
thirty days. 

Mr. Mann also referred to those 
cases where the license for hotels were 
issued to premises not complying with 
the act and so necessitating a correc- 
tion If the license was to remaing ood. 

In closing Mr. Maun called .parti- 
cular attention to tlie danger of 
licenses being granted not in conform- 
ity with the act becoming null and 
void. ,See section 1S5.) 

Mr. Higgins and Mr. McPhllllps, on 
behalf of licensees objected to the 
proceeding, as being irregular, both 
as to notices and tho sitting of the 
court. 

Beforo Mr. McPhllllps had conclud- 
ed his remarks Commissioner Phillips 
produced , a previously prepared reso- 
lution, signed by himself and Com- 
missioner Ross, as follows. 

Victoria, July 16th, 1907. 

"I move, that this board grant the 
renewal to all restaurants, hotels, 
shops or bottle license and saloons and 
that the city treasurer be. instructed 
to issue same forthwith, glvlr- - fur- 
ther opportunity to all to comply with 
tho general regulations, the chief of 
police to report at the next regular 
meeting of this board any breach of 
the regulations. 

(Signed) "JOS. E. PHILLIPS. 
"W. M. ROSS." 

This resolution was then moved by 
Commissioner Phillips and seconded 
by Commissioner Ross. The chairman 
asked the advice of the city solicitor 
and was advised that he had 110 
choice, but to put the resolution. Be- 
fore dolng^ so, however, he felt it his 
duty to again warn those concerned 
including the commissioners of the 
danger of passing such a resolution 
referring to section 184 of the act. The 
resolution was then put and carried 
with tlie chairman dissenting. 

Tho two commissioners In forcing 
this preconcerted action prevented the 
hearing by tho board of the com- 
munications containing applications 
for renewal, did not hear or determine 
or a single case where in accordance 
with the resolution passed by the 
board at its previous meeting notice 
had been Issued ordering application 
for renewals to bo made, Ignored tho 
procedure laid down for their guid- 
ance in the act and also the require- 
ments of the bylaw. 

In that the action of the board was 
contrary to tho requirements of the 
act, and tho renewals of the licenses 
thus made were made contrary to the 
act and the city bylaw .all sucli 
licenses are Ipso facto null and void. 
(See section 184.) 

As far as I was able to judge no 
difficulty existed between tlie major- 
ity of tho license holders and the city, 
in' tho carrying out of the city hlaw, 
and I have no hesitation in saying 
that if it had not been for outside 
legal interference and the unwarrant- 
able action of Commissioners Phillips 
and Ross the whole matter would have 
been amicably and satisfactorily sot- 
tied to all concerned at this last meet- 
ing of the license board.

Barney Oldfield, the world famous 
automobilist and holder of world's re- 
cords from ono to fifty miles, who 
lowered tho Canadian 'record at -Win- 
nipeg on Saturday, has this to say of 
the speed mania of the day: 

"We are living in a fast age," and 
the man who is willing to sacrifice Ills 
life and goro on tho altar of a highly 
seasoned sport is the man who will 
become the sensation of tho hour. It 
Is not enough that we have wonderful 
Sliced creations which are the marvel 
of mechanical art; it is not enough 
that we have palatial trains, but they 
must run on a schedule which will per- 
mit of tho least delay, either to safe- 
guard the public or to reach a certain 
destination in record time, and while 
our wonderful speed creations are be- 
ing developed, there must be found 
men who are willing to almost throw 
their lives away to drive them, and to 
attain this speed. 

"The American public crave the sen- 
sational, and our sports, it would seem, 
must bo to a certain extent brutal to 
make the same an attraction from this 
gate receipts point of view. Of course 
this will be denied, but let me show 
you what I am driving at. 

"Who ever heard a few years ago of 
a purse of $30,000 for a prize fight, 
yet Nelson and Gans fought for that 
amount, and do you think that a quar- 
ter of tho people who attended that 
fight would be there or would have 
been there, had it been advertised that 
there would bo no knock-out? Not on 
your life. Some people have said 
that prize fighting draws only the 
rougher element and that tho better 
class do not patronize tho game, or 
that the sports of (lie better class are 
not on the rough order. 

"Well, I don't agree with them, I 
have seen tho big games of football in 
the United States, such games as the 
Vale, Haryard and tho Chicago-Michi- 
gan games, and liav "oen the so call- 
ed elite of society .-re. Watch the 
faces in the stands that surround tho 
gridirons and you will see excitement 
on every line. There you will see 
school girls with flashing eyes and 
crimson cheeks, cheering - their favor- 
ite gladiators to fear them up. When 
a man is laid up if it is from tho side 
that they are cheering for, you will 
hear a groan; if it is tho other fellow, 
It is a cheer. . . 

"Why are they there? It is the cas- 
ualty list and the roughness. Change, 
that gamo for one of ping-pong, and 
you would not have a corporal's guard. 
Scan the list. of the other games that 
are in- favor or creeping into favor. 
You have water polo, as. rough a gamo 
as was ever devised; roller polo, 
hockey, lacrosse, basketball, all of 
them rough and all becoming more 
and more popular as the pubic are 
becoming aware that they are rough.

Japanese Killed in Fight With 
Russian Guards at Seal 
, Rookery 



GUERILLA WAR FOR SEAL PELTS 



feeing Carried on by Japanese' Sealers 
at the Islands Lying Across the 
North Pacific. 



Fallowing close 'on the capture of 
the Japanese .sealing schooners Klkko 
Maru and Kalmon within one mile 
of the Sea pan d I rookery of St. Paul's 
Island In Behrlng Sea by the U. S. S. 
Ma-nnlng and the capture of a schoon- 
er not long before by the Perry, with 
five boats out on their way to the 
rookeries of the Prlbyloff island, news 
was brought by the SS. Empress of 
China, which reached port on Sun- 
day,, of a disastrous uttempt by Jap- 
anese sealers to raid Copper Island, 
Whore the Russian seal rookeries bc- 
ydnd the end of the Aleutian chain 
in the North Pacific near the Kam- 
Cliatkan peninsula are located. A 
fleet of five Victoria sealing vessels 
arc hunting off the Copper islands, 
where the raid which had a fatal end- 
ing for the raiding sealers, took place. 

According to news brought from the 
Empress of China, a Japanese sealing 
schooner which went from Tokio, 
reached Copper island on the night of 
June 27, and dropping- anchor a short 
distance from the seal rookery the 
sealing vessel' sent a number of boats 
ashore with the crews armed with 
rifles. A landing was made and while 
part of the sealing company was en- 
gaged in clubbing and skinning seals 
on the rookery the Russian guards 
opened lire on them. The Japanese 
taking cover behind rocks on the shore, 
returned the fire of the Russian 
guards, who finally drove off the raid- 
ers, who took to their boats and went 
back on board their schooner, leav- 
ing one killed and several wero wound- 
ed, these being carried off by their 
comrades. Several of the Russian 
guards were wounded. 

During the past few seasons Japan- 
ese seal-raiders have made organized 
raids on the Copper island rookeries, 
their depredations in 1894-5 involving 
a loss of about eighty lives on either 
side caused the Russian government 
to add tiie cruiser Manjur, Com- 
mander Bering and Lieut. Dedimoff to 
the fleet, and raids 'have been fewer, 
the Japanese sealers turning their at- 
tention to the seal hunting in Bering 
Jsoa,, where, because of their being 
able to hunt without paying attention 
to the restrictions which govern tho 
other sealers hunting there, tho Jap- 
anese have made fair catches. • They 
nro poor hunters' and when occasion 
offers, have made raids in Bering sea 
The raids at Copper islands until last 
year approached a veritable guerilla 
warfare with the Russian guards for 
sealskins. In 1904, during tho recent 
war, ,'Sft were killed; and in lOOfi the 
dead totalled more. The Russian loss 
was not known; but the Japanese 
lost 21 killed, Including the master of 
one of the schooners, who was shot 
through the bead. 

Six sealing schooners were involved 
in an organized raid (during August, 
1905, one of the vessels having a small 
quick-firing field gu-n. Tho crews of 
tho schooners wero well armed with 
rifles. The schooners came to anchor 
in the bay at the southeast of Copper 
island and took the gun ashore in one 
of the sealing boats, tiring .on the 
guard which occupied positions behind 
rocks' on the seal rookery. The Held 
piece forced the Russians back to the 
higher land of the island, and while 
a force of the raiders held back the 
guards with tho piece of artillery and 
the rlilas, .-mother force killed and 
skinned 8,000 s.als. intimately the 
guards were enabled to heat back tho 
raiders, who became alarmed because 
of a rumor of an approaching Russian 
cruiser, and the seal-pirates pushed 
, oft for their vessels, leaving 21 dead 
on the beach. .Several other raids 
were made In 1901 and 1905; not alone 
by tho Japanese sealers, ('apt. Alec 
McLean, of Victoria, went from Kan 
Francisco In the sealing schooner 
Carmenclta, and in attempting a raid 
at Copper islands, had two men 
wounded, one of them, Walter York, 
a boat puller, afterward succumbed hi 
tho marine hospital at-Port Townsend. 
It was in Augmh, 1901, that Capt. 
McLean attempted his raid and was 
fired upon by the guards. Three 
boats were starting shoreward, lifting 
With the sea-swell and they were rid- 
dled by the rides of the guards. When 
the two men were wounded tho at- 
tempt to loot tho rookery was aban- 
doned. 

Robben bank the rookery In the 
Okhotsch Sea, a smaller rookery, was 
unguarded in tlip summers of 1904 
and 1905, with tho result that the Jap- 
anese seal-raiders practically annihi- 
lated the herds there. This year the 
Japanese government has taken over 
tho rookery and is protecting it. Five 
schooners went and joined forces in a 
massacre, In 1905, Clubbing seals until 
the majority of those l£Ct on the 
breeding and hauling grounds had 
boon slaughtered for their fur. Since 
tho war this rookery has passed into 
the possession of the Japanese gov- 
ernment, which Immedli fely promul- 
gated regulations for the protection 
of the remaining seals and placed an 
old guard ship as a patrol vessel to 
guard tho Islands, with the result that 
one schooner, the Domel Maru, which 
arrived In 1905 to raid, was Interrupt- 
ed In the process and seized; her crow 
being punished and tho 900 skins tak- 
en by them being confiscated. 

Tho Russian government, because 
of the massacres at Copper and Ber- 
ing Islands, and tho guerilla war in 
which guards and Invaders wero kill- 
ed, has placed three fast cruisers, tho 
Kollmn, Chanza and another, in the 
patrol service, ond afterward added 
tho Mandjur, Commander Bering and 
Lieut. Dodimoff,. with tho result that 
raids by tho Japanese, soul-pirates 
havo been less frequent. However, 
Ave Japanese, schooners wero seized 



during the season of 1906, the crews 
being imprisoned at Petropavlovsk 
and their vessels confiscated. 



PECULIAR CASE. 

Shipmaster's Action for Brench of Con- 
tract Against a Shipbuilder. 

A very curious action recently tried 
in Glasgow, in which a shipmaster ob- 
tained damages for breach of contract 
against a shipbuilder, possessed ono or 
two interesting fatures. A vessel was 
given in charge of tho captain to lake 
out to Callao from tho Clyde, but some- 
tiling going wrong in tho engine room 
and the weather proving severe in tho 
Bay of Biscay, the commander brought 
his ship back again. It was alleged 
that when she returned to the Clyde 
tho vessel was quite seaworthy, and 
that she sailed the second time in 
practically the same condition as she 
did at first. This appears to have 
been the view of tho underwriters, tor 
they induced the owners to supersede 
tho captain, and hence tho action. In 
the sheriff's opinion, however, tho 
overwhelming weight of testimony was 
that she had become in such .a condi- 
tion that the voyage to Peru could not 
havo been prosecuted without serious 
risk to ship and crew, and that, in tho 
interests of tho shipowners, as well as 
of tho crew, it became tho duty of a 
prudent navigator to bring the ship in- 
to a port and find out what -was 
wrong. If It had been proved, as the 
court did not think it was, that the 
neglgence of the engineer in his de- 
partment explained the condition of 
tiie ship in the Bay of Biscay, he did 
not think" that the engineer's fault could 
be attributed to the master, to. the ef- 
fect of justifying defendants' breach 
of contract. 



FIREMEN WERE SHOT 
8? TUG'S CAPTAIN 



Princess May Brings News of 
Happening on Board fug 
J. C. Boyden 



Steamer Princess May, which reach- 
ed port yesterday morning rrom Skag- 
way via ports, brought news of u 
mutiny on tho tug J. E. Boyden at 
Port Esslngton, which almost had a 
fatal result for tho mutineers, two 
firemen. They attacked Capt. C. Gor- 
ing, who was brought from the north 
to Vancouver by the Princess May 
suffering from injuries received in tho 
affray, a'nd while lying prostrate ho 
shot and wounded the two men. It 
seems that the J. E. Boyden, then at 
Port Essington, was about to leave 
for 'Swanson bay for a boom of logs, 
when tho firemen objected to start- 
ing. Capt. Goring ordered them to 
lire, up, and some words followed, the 
firemen finally rushing at the captain 
and felling him With a blow across the 
stomach with a capstan bar. Tho 
captain drew a revolver as ho lay 
prostrate and shot one of the firemen 
in the leg, tiie other In the shoulder. 
The two firemen were about to beat 
him as ho lay on the deck when ho 
fired and brought them down with his 
revolver. Capt. Goring was before the 
magistrate at Port Esslngton and re- 
leased on $200 ball. He came to Van- 
couver for medical treatment. The 
firemen went to the hospital at Port 
Esstngton. Capt. Goring is a son-in- 
law of Sergt. Hawton of tho local 
police force. 

The Princess May brought 120 pas- 
sengers from the north, among' them 
being Max Leiser and wife of this 
city, who havo been on a trip to Daw- 
son. J. E. Carruthers, who is en- 
gaged In business at Prince Rupert, 
was a passenger from that point. There 
were several round-trip passengers. 

News was brought from Skagway 
that tho body of Hugh Hamilton, a 
miner on the Vault claim in Conrad 
district, was found at the bottom of 
Pooley canyon. The miner had fal- 
len over a precipice, down a rough 

iclivlty for 200 feet. 

Steamer Princess Royal was nassed 
In Queen Charlotte Sound lfomid north 
on her Initial trip. Tho Princess May 
will sail north again on Thursday 
night.

Steamer From Barry Will Bring 6000 
Tons of Welsh Fuel by Orders of 
British Admiralty 



R. M. S. Empress of China, Capt. 
Archibald, B.N.B., of the C. P. R. line, 
completed her ' eightieth homeward 
voyage on Sunday, when, after a pass- 
age of little more than 10 1-2 days 
from Yokohama, tho white liner ar- 
rived at the outer dock. She brought 
a total complement of 75,'t passengers, 
130 in the saloon, 01 European second- 
class and steerage, and 577 Asiatic 
steerage, nearly all Chinese, of whom 
125 debarked at this port, tiie others 
being for Vancouver and points be- 
yond as far distant as Cuba and the 
islands of the Atlantic. The cargo, 
though small, totalling 711 tons weight, 
1,534 tons measurement, was a very 
valuable one, including a large ship- 
ment of 275 tons of silk and silk goods. 
Other than this there were 17.S17 
packages of general merchandise, in- 
eluding tea, opium, silk, hides, furs, 
etc. The saloon passengers included 
the usual array of homing tourists, 
diplomats, missionaries, army officers, 
etc. 't here wero ono or two engineers 
from India, and several Chinese and 
Japanese merchants. Tho army oin- 
cors Included Major Bethel, Capt. Cho- 
nowcth, Blent. W. Forbes, Major Men- 
zies, Capt. Meidell. Lieut. A. V. Sal- 
tor, Major A. N. Sthrk, and the navy 
was represented by Elect Surgeon J. 
Sliand, and Surgeon H. Stone R,N. ; 
Messrs. Croft and Tlckell were Brit- 
ish engineers from Bombay bound 
home tor London. . Rev. Griffiths,' a 
missionary, came from Kapunda, and 
Dr. McCandless, wife and family, from 
Hongkong for England, decided to 
break the journey by a stay of a few 
Weeks in Victoria.

TANKER ASHTABULA 



Empress of China Brings News 
of trie Affray on Board Stan- 
dard Oil Vessel 



Th„ mutiny on board tho British 
steamer Ashtabula, which returned to 
San Francisco on Sunday from Taku 
Bar, was not of tlio piratic order ac- 
cording to arrivals from North China 
by the steamer Empress of China, 
which readied port on Sunday. When 
tho news came to Tientsin It was of 
alarmist nature, Capt. Harwurd and 
ids officers having been driven out by 
mutinous Chinese, who had taken pos- 
session of the big 4,500 ton oil-tanker 
after driving tlio Europeans overside. 
In the Tientsin club where the coolies 
wearily pulled the punkah there was 
more excitement than is good for tho 
hot season, and the British vice-con- 
sul, .Mr. Pratt, hurried over to tlio 
barracks and secured 30 Sikh soldiers 
witli field outfit, who were hurried 
down the muddled Pel-lie as fast as 
the customs launch could carry them. 

They must save the British steamer 
captured by the blood-thirsty Chinese. 

Capt, Harward and his officers were 
ashore, and out in the roadstead lay 
the Ashtabula still swinging at an 
anchor with tlio British flag tho Chi- 
nese had hoisted at her masthead. 
.Meanwhile the smoke was lifting from 
i her whistle, the Chinese blowing the 
'steam whistle for help. They had al- 
so a "danger" signal and call for "cus- 
toms officer" flying. 

As the ship's company, driven over- 
side by the desperate mutineers, was 
bound to Tonku at the river mouth — 
steamers usually lie several miles out 
Off the bar — a steam launcli was seen 
i witli Messrs. Llndborg and Fisher of 
the 1. M. Customs on board, going out 
in answer to the signal. The tug 
Chlnlun on which Capt. Harward and 
ills officers were escaping from tho 
vessel was steered toward the launcli, 
and news of the mutiny was shouted 
across the waters, tho Ashtabula's of- 
ficers saying they had shot down 
three of tho Cliineso mutineers and 
wounded others and they asked to 
havo tiie launcli loaned them to go to 
Tientsin for military assistance. The 
customs men refused to give up their 
launch and continued to the Ashta- 
bula. 

When thoy boarded tho big; oil- 
tanker tiie customs officers found tho 
mutineers kneeling before them with 
every sign of despair and explaining 
to them their position. Captain Lind- 
berg found ono man with a shot 
through the cheek-, one witli a shot 
through tlio leg and one bleeding 
freely from his mouth as a result of 
the kick' In his abdomen. Tlio man 
Who was put first in irons had still 
Ills iron bracelets on, but the con- 
necting chain had "been broken by this 
comrades. No damage whatever had 
been done to the ship and' the men 
looked, according to all tlio eye-wit- 
nesses, more like frightened sheep 
than like mutineers. 

At about 2 a.m. next day, tlio offi- 
cers returned to their ship and later 
on at 7 p.m., Vice-Consul Pratt ar- 
rived at Tongku with a British offi- 
cer and a detachment of Sikhs with 
Held outfit. The party at once left 
by tlio tug Heron for tho Ashtabula, 
where the utmost quiet reigned. Be- 
sides tho dissatisfied firemen none of 
the sailors or others of the crew took 
any part in the so-called mutiny. The 
other men wore all hanging around 
and smoking during tlio affray. 

Tho thirty firemen of the steamer 
who were charged with mutiny were 
turned over to the Chinese police. The 
firemen declare that since the last 
eight months they havo not received 
their wages; and during the stay of 
the steamer at Tientsin tlio firemen re- 
peatedly demanded their overdue 
wages. Capt. Harward promised to 
pay each man $25, which sum tlio men 
seem to havo declined, as it is only a 
small part of their claim. The cap- 
tain, after promising the advance to 
each man, ordered the firemen then to 
get stoam on, but as the dissatisfied 
Chinese knew that tho money was not 
on board, wlillo tho steamer was on 
the point of leaving, the men declined 
to obey tho captain's orders. 

Capt. Harward then put the No. 1 
fireman In irons and intended to do 
the same with another one. Tho lat- 
ter objected and offered resistance. 
The rest of tho firemen meanwhile as- 
sumed a threatening attitude, and tho 
Officers tried to enforce their orders by 
using their fists freely. At this point a 
fireman was so severely kicked in the 
abdomen by ono of tlio officers, that th 
blood flowed from his mouth. The 
other firemen nt this juncture armed 
themselves with iron bars, buckets, 
etc., and went, to the assistance of 
their comrades, attacking tlio Officers 
witli tho nbovc mentioned weapons, 

Tlio olllccrs now drew their revolv- 
ers and fired nearly ail their ammuni- 
tion over the heads of tlio mutineers, 
but when the men became more and 
more aggressive the officers fired 
Straight into them, wounding one in 
flic left check and anotlior in tlio leg. 
All this time the tug Chlnlun was 
alongside the Ashtabula, and in order 
to prevent tho mutineers escaping, tho 
Chlnlun made preparations to get 
away from tho steamer, but tho for- 
eign officers on board asked the tup to 
remain awhile, whereupon all the offi- 
cers left the big: steamer and boarded 
the Chlnlun.

GUNNERY RECORD 

M'iide by the British Flagship on the 
China Station 

Advices were received .from Shang- 
hai by the R» M. S. Empress of China, 
that the British battleship, King Al- 
fred, flagship of tlio China squadron, 
has established a record in naval gun- 
nery in tho course of trials with three 
6-inch guns, fired alternately at' In- 
tervals of one minute. In one case, 
out of eleven shots, all struck tlio 
bull's eye. Another gun fired four- 
teen shots, of which thirteen took ef- 
fect, eight of them striking the hull's 
eye, while In tlio third case all of 
thirteen shots tool; effect, and nine 
struck the bull's eye, two others se- 
curing nine points.

Dock Today for Yokohama 

Steamer Tango Maru, of tho X. Y 
K. line, will reach port soon after noon 
today carrying Admiral Yamamoto and 
party, including Commander Kato, 
his aide; Commander Arlsaka chief 
ordnance officer of the Japanese navy 
Capt. T. Fujll, Capt. M. Kondo, Capt'.

Tlie Tango Marti 
winch is carrying a large cargo from 
the Sound for Japanese and t'liinese 
ports, will leave about 2 p. m for 
Yokohama and other ports of the Par 
East. 

Steamer Aku Maru. of the Japanese 
line, which sailed from Yokohama on 
July 10, is duo from I long Kong via 
ports. Tho Moyoro Maru. the extra 
liner which passed up to Seattle with- 
out calling here, arriving Sunday, 
brought 2,400 tons of general cargo 
The Moyoro Maru was formerly the 
British steamer Harbarton and' was 
captured, as a prize or. war by tlie Rus- 
sian government. Eollwlng the custom 
in other cases the vessel was named 
after tile nearest cape to the point 
where the seizure tool; place, the Har- 
barton being ,nnmod after Cape Moy- 
oro. The Harbarton was fast In the 
Ice in Tsuruga strait when captured. 

FOR TRANSPORT SERVICE 

Report That U. S. Government Is In-

B, Is stated that the order for the 
building of the new 7,000-ton dry dock 
for Callao, Peru, has been placed with 
Messrs. Swan, Hunter, & Wigham 
Richardson, Ltd., Neweastle-on-Tyne, 
at a price of about £52,000, which will 
include the taking of the dock to 
pieces for shipment to Callao by 
steamer. Referring to this the Lon- 
don correspondent of tho Glasgow 
Herald remarks: "When it Is stated 
that most of the Clyde firms sent In 
bids of £70,000 to ,C 70,000 for tlie 
same work, and that one of the firms 
assures me that Its actual cost works 
out to E55.000, it may he realized that 
new work is so scarce at the present 
time that shipbuilders have to do any- 
thing to keep their yards going. The 
Callao dock Is of the self-docking 
type, 375 ft. long, with a width between 
the inside walls of 75 ft. and an overall 
width of 10,1 ft. The deptli at (ho 
sides is 30 ft. and tlie depth of bot- 
tom 13 ft. Whilo capable of lifting 
7,000 tons, It may easily he enlarged 
to take 12,000-ton ships when these are 
utilized in the trade of tlie West Coast 
of South America." 



KUMERIC DUE 

Is Bringing Full Cargo of Japanese 
From Hawaiian Islands 

Steamer Kumeric, of the Weir line, 
Is due from Honolulu where she load- 
ed 1,177 Japanese for Vancouver. The 
Kumeric had 72 stowaways brought 
from Funchal, Madiera, on hoard until 
a few days before she left Honolulu 
on the 13th, but, according to ad- 
vices received yesterday by the local 
agent of the steamer these wore land- 
d at Honolulu. In order to prevent 
stowaways getting on hoard the 
steamer was kept a considerable dis- 
tance from shore and passengers were 
taken to her on lightens. Tlie Kiitner- 
ic was chartered by a syndicate of 
Japanese hotel keepers of Honolulu. 
This syndicate has been having 
trouble with the Planter's associa- 
tion. Tlie planters cut down their 
staff of Japanese from the islands. 
Their representatives is coming to 
charter other steamers to carry Jap- 
anese to Vancouver.

The big Kaiser WHhelm II of the 
North German Lloyd Steamship Co., 
which listed and sunk at her wharf at | 
New York on Saturday night, as a 
result of her coal stowage not being 
properly trimmed, was launched in 
BI02, when 'she was tlie largest steam- 
ship afloat. The vessel is 684,3 feet in 
length; 72.3 beam, and has a depth of 
40.2 feet. Her registered tonnage is 
10, 301 tons, with a net tonnage of 
13,920 tons, and a carrying capac- 
ity of about 20,000 tons dead weight, 
or about 3,000 tons more than the 
Minnesota, running out of this port. 
The Wilhelm II. is one of the fast- 
est steamships sailing between Eu- 
rope and the United States, and is 
capable of making twenty knots or 
about twenty-four miles an hour.

Nanaimb, July 20. — A correspondent 
who has just made nn extensive trip 
through tlie now numerous logging 
camps from Union bay to Campbell 
river sends the following descriptive 
-story of liis observations from thaat 
now . famous thriving logging district, 
writing from Comox: 

Those who are well informod as to 
the advancement of Vancouver Island 
know that the main industry is the 
lumber output, and also know that the 
lumber manufacturers depend upon the 
loggers for their raw material. We 
have our songs of our soldiers and 
sailors, and so forth, as tho builders of 
our mighty empire, but never a word 
about our loggers. Why? Because 
our loggers, up to the present, have al- 
most been an unknown quantity. It Is 
a grand sight to visit a logging camp 
and see the finest type of men wrest- 
ling with the giants of the forest, 
when with a crash like thunder the 
once stately tree is on the ground, 
ready to be cut Into logs, then hauled 
to tlie shore, added t,o the already 
large number of logs there and then 
towed to a sawmill and manufactured , 
into millions of feet of lumber for local 
and foreign trade. On, leaving Nan- 
ninio and '.ravelling up Comox road 
you first come to the Nanoose camp, 
where you will stop a while to watcli 
the operations, which will prove most 
interesting to the uninitiated. Massive 
logs follow each other to tlie "Salt- 
Chuck," where they are made into 
swlfters to constitute the boom, and 
then scaled In readiness to be hauled 
to tho mill. The area here is ex- 
tensive, and very fine timber Is being 
I hauled out daily. 

I Tho next camp of any size is at 
j Englishman's river, where Elliott's 
i camp is in operation. This is a splen- 
did camp, with fine facilities for doing 
! big work. Tho logs are hauled from 
| the south side of tlie river below the 
bridge, and are then floated down to 
the mouth of the river and boomed 
ready for shipment. Passing up, there 
are several camps of various sizes till 
we arrive at Abe McLaughlin's camp, 
near Deep bay. Mr. McLaughlin lias 
operated this camp for the past three 
years, starting with an ox team, and 
bis output has multiplied so that ho is 
always extending his operations, and 
will no doubt before long have one of 
tho biggest camps on the Island. He 
has his home there, and his family 
•with him, add Is a typical Vancouver 
Island enthusiast. When questioned, 
he will always tell you that Vancou- 
ver Island is> tlie "place for me." 

One of the newest camps on the 
Island, and no doubt one of the most 
interesting, is the one lately opened 
up by Messrs. Williamson & Slices, 
two miles soutli of Union bay wharf. 
'These gentlemen tire formr Scattleiles, 
and have commenced logging on an 
extensive scale. They have an ex- 
tensive area, comprising some fifty 
thousand acres of the II nest timber 
land oh the Island, i They have con- 
structed a largo wharf, from which a 
railway extends to about a mile and a 
half into tho heart of the limit. They 
also have a line four cylinder SUay 
locomotive for hauling the logs- clown 
the incline, besides two large donkey 
engines in the yards hauling the logs 
to tlie rails, where the "train" is made 
up. Their output will vary from 
ninety to one hundred and twenty 
thousand daily. Their staff at pre- 
sent comprises about fifty men. which 
i:i daily increasing until they will have 
a full staff of 120 men. It Is well to 
note that their output at present is 
already seventy-five thousand per 
day. Tlie railroad is under tlie cap- 
able management of J. I?. Hird. Ex- 
perts say that operations will continue 
in tills cam)) for twelve years or more, 
so that "lie can easily surmise the 
amount of timber in tills limit. 

I was fortunate enough to bo the 
guest of tlie gentlemen mentioned tlie 
other Sunday, in company with a few 
other Nanalmoites, and cannot say too 
much for tho reception given us, On 
walking up tlie railroad wo suddenly 
found ourselves in a veritable natural 
park. Massive timbers 011 all sides, 
while underfoot was a heavy carpet 
of moss with hardly a sign of under- 
brush. First the majestic fir tree, 
then the while pine, then spruce, hem- 
lock and cedar, all seemingly striving 
for supremacy, so thick were they. 
Then wo came to the living camp, and 
visited the largo "bunk houses," where 
everything was spotlessly clean; then 
tlie offices and the dining house, whore 
we sat down lo a lino dinner, to which 
wo certainly did full justice. After 
dinner we walked 0:1 to the lake a 
mile and a. half further, where they 
have a. pumping station which sup- 
plies the "donkeys" and locomotive 
with water at the camp below: 

Passing up the Comox road again 
wo come to Geo. W. Doane's camp, 
just on tlie southern outskirts of the 
wharves. Mr. Doane operates two 
"donkeys." lias a largo staff of men, 
nnd boasts a big daily output. Mr. 
Doane is a. former Bellinghamite, but 
like all who make their homes on the 
"Sunny Island" Is hero to stay. He 
also operates a camp ori.Denman 1s- 
land, across Paynes sound, directly 
opposite tho camp just mentioned, 
where ho is turning out some excep- 
tionally lino timber. 

Adjoining Mr. Doane's camp on 
Donman island is tlie, camp operated 
by H. McEarlano, which is one of tlie 
best in tills locality. He lias a large 
staff of men, including some Nanaimo 
boys, also a donkey engine, and six- 
horse team, which is said lo bo the 
best trained team on the coast. About 
July 1st they cut tlie biggest tree nn 
the island. In this tree they made 
four cuts, comprising 14,000 feet, or, in 
other words, nearly three miles if cut 
into lumber. Tlie biggest log of the 
four cuts scaled 4, 240 feet. This was 
hauled to tho "Salt-churek," a mile and 
a half away, by the horses, In re- 
markably short time, the horses not 
stopping a second on tho road. On 
tlie south end of Denman is tho camp 
of Geo. M. Scott, of average size and 
output, 

Tlie next camp we come to is tlie 
one operated by Robt. Grant. M, P. P., 
at Cumberland, In connection Willi his 
sawmill at. tho same place. Mr. 
Grant's plant Is extensive, and has tlie 
record of turning out tlie longest 
"sticks" on the island. lie has a 
contract with Messrs. Macdonald, Mur- 
polo & Co., of Vancouver, to cut and 
.supply timbers for coal scows. They 
have now live of the largest scows on 
tho coast, capable, of carrying 550 tons 
of coal. The "sticks" called for in the 
contract for the building of tho scows 
are to measure 110 x 14 x 14. Some 
of the largest Air. Grant has turned 
out. have measured 120 x 10 x IS. 

Passing on , we como . to Courtohay 
river, whore several camps are In op- 
eration, The Grcmalnus Lumber Co. 
have a largo outfit here which la tin-

dor the management of J. Macpher- 
son. Nearby is the camp owned by 
Jus. Ticrcey, which has a large out- 
put. 

Messrs. Brydcn and Kilpatrlck are 
constructing a sawmill at Courtenay 
which is to be run by water power, a 
largo dam having been constructed at 
an elevation of several hundred feet. 
They will have a steady supply of logs 
from- the local camps. 

Then comes tlie "Little River" camp, 
whore the merry toot-toot of the don- 
key can lie hoard for miles round. 
The boys ut this camp are an excep- 
tionally merry lot, and have a tine 
baseball team, which local fans say 
can compete with any on the Island. 

You then take a launch or a tug- 
boat ride up tlie island coast from Co- 
mox, and you pass logging camps at 
intervals of every few miles. The 
largest up that way are operated at 
Ovster river. Bear river and Campbell 
river. The outputs of these camps are 
about the largest on tlie coast, with 
several miles of railroad each, and 
crews of a hundred or more men each. 
It is a common sight to see tug after 
tug steaming down the gulf with their 
heaving rafts of logs, making for their 
various destinations, some to the is- 
land sawmills, others lo the mainland. 

The most skeptical will quickly 
change ills opinion as lo the wealth- 
producing resources of the Island once 
1, has been shown our timber, as tlie 
whole length of tho Island spells the 
one word "Prosperity.',' .

ARMED JAPS IN OREGON. ' 

Reported to Have Been Seen Practic- 
ing Skirmish Drill In Woods. 

Portland, Ore, July 20. — Some 75 or 
100 Japanese were seen last Sunday 
in a remote locality about two .miles 
south of Currlnsvlllo, a flag station on 
the Estasada, branch of the Oregon 
Water company's lino, about .10 miles 
from Portland, executing with con- 
siderable ability a skirmish drill. Tho 
manoeuvres were conducted under 
commands from one whoso manner 
gave him tlie appearance of a com- 
missioned officer of tho Japanese 
army. 

I. J. Holms, a barber employed in 
the Model shop at 01 Sixth street, 
with his wife was spending the day 
last Sunday near Gurrinsvllie, anil 
happened to wander some distance 
from the railroad Into tho woods. At- 
tracted by tho sound of gruff orders 
and occasional rifle shots, they ven- 
tured further on until coming to an 
opening in tlie timber they saw be- 
tween 70 and 100 Japanese training 
in ami.':. 

Mr. and Mrs. Helms wero not no- 
ticed by the Japs and their drill wan 
not interrupted. Some had rifles and 
others sticks which they used U3 
rifles. 

It is thought that the Japanese are 
employed near there gel ting out logs 
or making ties. However, those, who 
live near, when they heard there wero 
nearly 100 of thorn, were surprised to 
learn that there were that many Japs 
In that section. Tho place chosen for 
the practice is near tho Clackamas 
river, far rom many habitations, and 
a location little likely to be easily run 
upon. The training Japanese were 
seen about the middle of the after- 
noon.

ADMIRAL YAMAMOTO 
WILL ARRIVE TODAY 



Distinguished Japanese Naval 
Man to Reach Port Today 
From Seattle 



Admiral Yamamoto, a member of the 
Supreme council of war of Japan, nnd 
ex-minister of the navy, will arrive 
3'n Victoria today on his way to Japan, 
accompanied by several naval officers, 
;is a passenger of tho Japaneso liner 
Tango Maru. At Seattle in answer 
to requests for an Interview the fol- 
lowing statement was made by Capt. 
Kate, aide do camp to Admiral Yama- 
moto. 

"Speaking to you as tho admiral's 
representative, I want to tell you that 
wherever wo have been in the United 
States, Admiral Yamamoto lias lost 110 
opportunity of declaring that there is 
no question of war with your country. 
He says: "The San Francisco Inci- 
dent was like a smah' storm on tho 
mighty ocean, and it may turn out to 
be good medicine. The Japaneso peo- 
ple do not regard it seriously.' 

"We were on the. ocean liner Car- 
manla from England to America when 
we heard the 'news of a possible mob- 
ilization of an American licet in the 
Pacific ocean. Wo did ' not attach 
much slgnlllcanco to tills fact. We do 
not regard it as a menace to us, but 
as an indication that the United 
States is desirous of gotthig training 
for her men. Since then we have 
heard that tho inanoouvcrs aro to be 
postponed. 

"In all our trip over the United 
States wo have not seen a single In 
rllcatlon of hostile feeling for the .Tap 
anese. Admiral Yamamoto Is very 
much pleased with tho cordial recep- 
tion ho has had everywhere, a'nd his 
Bontlments toward America aro those 
of tho greatest friendship." 

Commander Kato himself is not 
•backward on the subject of peace, do 
daring again and ugain. last night that 
the war-talk of a few days ago was 
foolish, nnd that tho Japanese do not

particularly think about the coming of 
a large ileet to Pacific waters. 

'Speaking as a naval officer, this 
seems to be desirable to awaken Inter- 
est in the navy," lie said, "but I do not 
for a moment see in it any intimation 
of preparation for hostilities between 
tho two countries.

PROGRESS ON G. T. P. 

Scarcity of Tips Delays Track- Laying 
— Schrcibcr's Report 

Ottawa, Ont., July 22.— CollltlgWOOd 
Schrciber, government consulting en- 
gineer of tho Grand Trunk Pacific 
linos west of Winnipeg, has returned 
from a western trip covering several 
weeks. Ho speaks in high praise of 
tho headway being made by tho G. T. 
P. in tho west, and declares that 
when tho lino is completed it should 
be the best transcontinental iine In ex- 
istence. 

Mr. Schrciber confirmed tho stories 
in tho press despatches as to tho hard- 
ships lie and his party experienced in 
the Yellow-head pass. Ho says that 
tho trail' was the worst ho ever trav- 
elled and the mountain torrents made 
traveling exceedingly difficult and 
dangerous. An excellent line however 
is being located through the pass. ThQ 
grades will not exceed four-tenths of 
ono per cent, through tho pass but be- 
yond tho pass there will be a distance 
of twenty miles where there will be 
grado of one per cent, against east 
bound traffic, which howoxer, is slight 
compared with other railways. East 
of Edmonton there will lie a grade of 
four-tonths of one per cent, against 
east bound and live-tenths of ono per 
cent, against west bound traffic. In 
some places on the prairie tho cost of 
construction will be very heavy parti- 
cularly in the vicinity nf Battle 
river. 

Mr. Schreibor was favorably Im- 
pressed with the headway being made 
in grading the prairie section of the 
road. The grading will be completed to 
Edmonton before tho snow flies. It Is 
expected that trains will be running 
westward from Portage la Prairie, a 
distance of -i 00 miles and also from 
Portage la Prairie in to Winnipeg, 
Much more than this could bo accom- 
plished, but the scarcity of railway 
ties, tho shortage being further accen- 
tuated by a fire which recently de- 
stroyed 300,000 ties. ' • .
